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SUMMARY. 


The Buffalo Conspiracy Case has 
been disposed of and some allusions 
are made as tothe result. Oleo Oil is 
growing in importance and has made 
rapid stripes for an industry ten years 
old. Oil Cakes asa staple cattle food 
in Europe have been experimented 
with and analized, resulting in favor of 
mixed food. The High License Bill 
which passed the Pennsylvania legis- 
lature and received the signature of 
the Governor, was amended in compli- 
ance with requests from druggists, thus 
showing that agitation was o! some ac- 
count in this case. There is considera- 
ble talk about a revival of the Alcohol 
Pool, but facts are as strongly against 
asin favor of a reorganization. The 
comparative table of imports and ex- 
ports for nine months will be found 
interesting. 

The threatened competition of Rus- 
sian with American oil in the markets 
of India and the far East,are again dis- 
cussed from another standpoint. Re- 
cent court decisions have been made in 
Ohio, which are of importance to oil 
men. The Paint, Oil and Varnish 
Club of this city had a meeting last 
week and discussed freight reclassifica- 
tion. The action of sulphurous anhy- 
dride on benzine, is the result of recent 
chemical research. The German chlo- 
ride of potash industry is referred to. 
The Chinese have a new and novel 
anesthetic which is descrited. Pharm- 
acy has made some progress in New 
York under the guidance of the Phar- 
maceutical Society. Gelatine is recom- 
mended as an ointment base. Restric- 
tions have been placed on the opium 
traffic in the far East. Various Indian 
drugs are discussed by chemists. The 
relative digestibility of the chief albu- 
minoids, is given. Ammonia indigo is 
advancing in importance in the Lon- 
don market. Cinchona bark extract is 
a subject under investigation. An im- 
itation of gum arabic is selling in De- 
troit. American methods and improve 
ments in the manufacture of artificial 
butter are commented upon by New 
York chemists. Cotton oils of Assam 
are referred to, and another instalment 
of letters endorsing the rebate system 
will be found in our correspondence 
column. The week has ruled quiet in 
all lines of trade represented by the 
REPORTER, and the market reports 
are without any special or important 
features. 








NEW OIL CAKES AS CATTLE FOOD. 


It is announced that preparations 
are being made in the West to place 
upon the market an oil cake made 
from maize or {Indian cora after the 
oil has been extracted. This form of 
cattle food has been made for the past 
two years in England by pressing the 
germs of maize, and it is said to be a 
valuable addition to the list of foods; 
but prejudice is against it. Attention 
has also been directed to palm nut and 
cocoanut oil cakes in the fureign mar- 
kets, but feeding experiments have 
shown that a mixture of foods will 
produce better results than a single 
food having the same amount of di 
gestible ingredients. A mixture of 
linseed, corn and locust beans gives 
very satisfactory results, as mucilage, 
starch and sugar are present in 
approximately equal proportions, and 
the digestive organs have less work to 
perform, while the cattle are able to 
assimilate a larger quantity of food 
and the fattening process goes on 
more rapidly. Mixed cake and meal 
are being introduced more extensively 
in the foreign markets, but as they are 
likely to be sold without any regard 
to their composition, consumers will 
look upon them with suspicion, as all 
sorts of unwholesome materia!s can be 
pressed into service as oil cake. There 
is always a demand for the reliable 
linseed and cotton oil cake, and the 
introduction of other foods will not 
interfere with their sale. An English 





authority states that the richest and 
cheapest cake in ordinary use is de- 
corticated cotton cake, as it contains, 
as arule, from teu to twelve per cent. 
of oil and about forty-two per cent. of 
albuminoids, and it is recommended 
that it be mixed with a starchy food, 
such as corn, in equal proportions. 
This hint may prove valuable to 
pressers in the South, or to other en- 
terprising parties who are thinking of 


placing a mixed oil cake upon the 
market. 





TRIAL BY PREJUDICE. 

The oil conspiracy trial, of which we 
summarize the final proceedings in our 
news columns, has throughout occu- 
pied so large a place in the daily news- 
papers that no review of the proceed- 
ings at our hands is called for. Certain 
noticeable features of the case, how- 
ever, demand comment from every 
fair-minded journal. Foremost of these 
is the extraordinary degree to which 
prejudice has dominated the case from 
its inception, excepting only the con- 
duct of the judge presiding at the trial, 
whose impartiality was not, we believe, 
questioned by either side. 

The first manifestation of this preju- 
dice was the indictment by the grand 
jury of Messrs. Rogers, Archbold and 
McGregor. It must be presumed that 
the evidence against them at the trial 
was at least as strong as that given to 
the grand jury, and yet after all had 
been adduced against them that 
the prosecution could bring forward 
the judge gave to all these gentlemen 
a prompt and honorable discharge, ex- 
onerating them from all connection 
with any wrongful act in the premises. 
What then but prejudice could have 
rendered their indictment possible ? 
Another and more glaring display of 
prejudice has been the wilful injustice 
of a certain portion of the daily press, 
which beginning with the finding of 
the indictments, have not even yet 
ceased to revile the Standard, and by 
garbled reports, misleading headlines 
and malignant comments, seek to 
inflame public opinion against that 
organization and all persons connected 
with it. Such misuse of power by an 
influential newspaper is more flagrant- 
ly immoral, in our opinion, and more 
injurious to the welfare of the commu- 
nity, than any ever charged against 
the Standard itself. The editors of 
such papers have blindly or wilfully 
ignored the fact that this case is no 
mere commercial squabble in which it 
is always safe to abuse the Standard 
as a big corporation and a monopoly, 
but is one in which well-known and 
respected individual citizens are ac- 
cused of felony of a peculiarly barbar- 
ous and disgraceful form. It would 
naturally be supposed that in sucha 
case some modification of the custom- 
ary recklessness in treating the Stand- 
ard would be made by all reputable 
journals. Clear, indeed, must have 
been the innocence of the three gen- 
tlemen above named for them to re- 
ceive prompt vindication from the 
mouths of their enemies, and after 
such strenuous efforts to prejudge the 
ease against them and blacken tbeir 
reputations without inquiry into facts. 

As tothe Messrs. Everest of the Va- 
cuum Company, it is not proper at 
this stage of the proceedings to do 
more than point out the general 
surprise at the verdict under 
which they now stand convicted 
of conspiracy. This surprise was 
exhibited in the court room at the 
time the verdict was announced, even 
by the Judge himself. Since that time 
one of the Buffalo dailies has published 
interviews on the subject with many 
luwyers of that city and reports that 
“nine out of ten agree that the verdict 
was not in accordance with the evi- 
dence or the Judge’s charge. One 
lawyer said that the jury was built 
for conviction and no other result 
could be expected.” The New York 
Evening Post says of it editorially: 
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“If the Everests hed been wholly discon- 
nected from the Standard people we cannot 
believe that they would have been found gullty 
upon the evidence in this case of a plot to blow 
up the works of a rival concern in another 
city, to destroy property and to put lives in 
jJeopardy—that is, to commit arson and expose 
themeelves to imprisonment in the penitenti- 
ary. Of course this verdict will be reviewed 
by the court in which it was rendered, and per- 
haps by the higher courts. It will be safest 
not to conclude that the Everests belong to 
the crimi.al classes fiom the case as it now 
stands.”

The Russian Ministry of the Imperial Dc- 
mains is about to try cinchona planting on an 
extensive scale in the neighborhood of Tiflis 
(Cancasus). Experiments are said to have 
demonstrated that the soil and climate of that 
part of the Caucasus are very suitable for cin- 
chona growing,and it is claimed that cinehonas 
have actually been grown in the Caucasu:, and 
yielded a bark suitable for quinine manufac- 
ture. 


Gradually end by means of a long series of 
decisiuus, opinions and rulings, the principle is 
being established that the coverings of im- 
ported merchandise, used for purposes of 
transportation, are free from duty. The cov- 
erings of dutiab.e goods having been exempt 
ed in obedience to a series of opinions covering 
almost e ery clase, the Attorney General bas 
now carried the matter a step further, by de- 
claring that the coverings of merchandise en~ 
titied to free entry are similarly exempt. 


The menhaden season bas been opened by the 
Fidelity Manufacturing Company of Philadel 
phia landing several hun.red thousand fish at 
their factory, which are making very hand- 
some oil, though the quantity is smali—about 
fuur quarts of oil per thousand fish. This 
amount is to be expected from the first catch. 
The company are making a leading specialty 
of their oils for burning and tempering pur- 
puses and meeting with good resulte, as is evi- 
denced by the fact that their orders are ahead 
ot the supply.

Governor Hill has signed the Saturday haif- 
holiday biil and made /t a law of the siate, but 
Wail street is preparing to nullify the measure 
as farasitcan, The Clearing-house Associa- 
tion, to which allthe banks of deposit in the 
city belong passed a resolution lately stating 
that as there appears to be nothirg in the legal 
requirements of the act that conflicts with the 
rules and regulations of the association,“*there- 
fore the banks will continue the same relations 
with each other and be guverned by the same 
rules as before the passage of the Saturday 
half holiday bill.” This means, of course, that 
the banks will continue to transact businese up 
touP.M. Theaction cf the Clearing house 
will probabiy i:fluence the Stock, Produce 
and Cotton Exchauges to do likewise. 


By the terms of the convention of nations for 
the “protection of industrial property,” re 
cently ratified by President Clev: land, cit.zens 
of the United States bave the privilege, not 
hitherto enjoyed by them, of obtaining valid 


Patents in any of the countries which are 
members of the convention, at any time with- 
in seven months after patent is obtained in 
America. Prior to this time a citizen of this 
couptry who desired to protect his interests in 
foreign countries was compelled to take out 
his patent before or on the day on which pat- 
ent was obtained in this conntry, otherwise he 
was atthe mercy of any one who desired to 
make use of his invention abroad. The coun- 
tries of the industrial union are Belgium, Bra- 
zil, France, Great Britain, Guatemala, Holland, 
Norway, Portugal. Salvador, San Domingo, 
Servia, Spain, Sweden, Switzerland, Tunis and 
the United Statee.

WESTERN NOTES. 


[Special correspondence of the O1L, PAINT AND 
DruG REPORTER. } 


CHICAGO, May 14, 1887. 


Despite the croakings of some dissatisfied 
holders of linseed, the oil market presenta to- 
day a more encouraging aspect than for some 
weeks past. Quotations ere about the same— 
3ic—but a firmer feeling is perceptible. Vari- 
ous causes are probably at work to induce this 
state of cffairs. In the first piace, there is a 
natural, legitimate and reasonably healthy de- 
mand. Besides this fact there has been appar- 
ent a more or less determined: ffort on the part 
of some local ci ushers to talk down the market, 
the presumable motive being to induce the 
local Jobbing trade to defer purchases -—in the 
hope of lower prices—until necessity created 
an imperative demand which could reguit only 
in higher prices. The latter hypothesis may 
account for an indisputable accumulation of 
stocks in the hands of some large manufac- 
turere. The argument may be readily under- 
stood; carrying charges are expected to fall 
below the profit to be realized by selling at the 
top ofa rising market. This hypothesis will | 
serve to account for an accumulation of stocks 
inthe West, which van hardly be denied. A 
somewhat improved demand trom the East is 
reported by both brokers and crushers. It has 
not been of such a character, however, as 
greatly to stimulate sales, the amount of 
Western oil shipped East during the week 
having been comparatively insignificant. There 
is no doubt that much Obio oil is being un- 
loaded on the Philadeiphia market, but it is 
equally certain that crushers in that State are 
by no means so free forwarders as their previ- 
ous policy would have led one to suspect. The 
St. Louis market is reported to be firm at 40c, 
and holders of oil at that point look for no dis- 
turbing influence. Bricfiy to summarize the 
local situation, there can never be any hope for 
Western crushers until they determine to act 
in concert, and theie seems to be at present no 
disposition tc sink personal animosity and in- 
dividual jealousy for the common good, 


FLAXSEED 


The stock of seed in sight in this market is 
diminishing quite as rapidly as even the most 
sagavious observer has predicted. At the be- 
ginning of the week there were but 50,121 bush- 
els in store in this city, which amount showsa 
diminution of 23,525 bushels as compared with 
the cfficial statement of the week preceding. 
As compared with the same period last year— 
when the amount In sight was 236,003 bushels — 
the decrease equals 185,882 bushels. That even 
this small quantity has been still iurther re- 
duced during the week will appear from a com- 
parison of the receipts and shipments, which 
were 33,097 and 105,563 bushels respectively, 
showing an excess of shipments over receipts 
amounting to 61,690 bushels. Small as the 
week’s receipts have been, however, they are 
10,776 bushels in excess of those of 
last week and 32,154 bushels more than 
those of the same week last year, 
while this week’s shipments exceed those of 
last week by 84,586 bushels and aie 43,€10 bush- 
els less thun those of a year ago. Naturally 
enough the result of a small stock and light re- 
ceipts has Leen an advance in price. Opening 
at about the closing quotations of last Satur- 
day—$1i \744—seed bas shown a decidedly up- 
ward tendency; from $108 on Tuesday cash 
seed advanced to $1 10 on Wednesday, at which 
figures it sold on Thursday and Friday, closing 
to-day at $110}. Not much seed has been 
offered, and a considerable proportion of the 
demand is thought to have been speculative. 
Local crushers are not buying while May de- 
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livery is quotable at about the same figures as 
cash seed; it may be said to be a shade firmer, 
and the demand is certainly in excess of the 
offerings. The impression is gaining ground 
that there is a considerable “‘short” interest in 
May seed which will find it very difficult to 
cover. 
OILS, 

Cotton oil continues stagnant. The demand 
is but light and prices are about the same. 
There are rumors afloat of sales of refined oil 
at 8644 cents, but brokers generally are dis- 
posed to hold at about 38c and are looking for 
higher prices. I have heard 40c named as the 
probabie quotation within the next fortnight, 
but this prediction does not appear to be found- 
ed upon any well authenticated statement of 
facta. 

A slight falling off is to be noted in lard oil, 
to-day’s quotations tor that commodity being 
about 56@57c. This is no doubt to be partially 
attributed to a decline in lard itself. The 
slightly improved demand from the east.to 
which I referred a week ago, has practically 
ceased. Eastern buyers offer prices which are 
unattractive to western manufacturers and the 
latter manifest no disposition toward concilia- 
tion. The stock of lard in sight at the end of 
the week is 96,000 tierces—86,000 of which are 
contract lard—the decrease from last week be- 
ing 1,000 tierces. The entire stock on hand one 
year ago amounted to 76,000 tierces. 

Quotations for oleo in the local market are 
unchanged, Prime oil still remains nominally 
at 8@8i4e, with the same absence of demand 
that has characterized the market for some 
months past. The Holland market has de- 
clined about two florins, but this circumstance 
has not checked the exportation however, the 
amount now afloat being about 9,000 tierces, of 
which nearly two-thirds are from this point. 
The amount which will leave New York to-day 
is estimated at nearly the same amount, and 
private advices by cable indicate that the stock 
is being taken almost as rapidly as it arrives, 

PAINTS. 

The week’s business in the paint market has 
been satisfactory to dealers, There have been 
no changes in prices to note, and the situation 
remains practically unchanged. It seems prob- 
able that the volume of business has reached 
ite climax, and it is not unliely that this market 
will witness a gradually waning trade from the 
present time until the midsummer dullness 
supervenes. One small item of interest which 
has come to my knowledge from a trusworthy 
source may be mentioned an offer to sell 500 
pounds of white lead at 544 cents was made dur- 
ing the week. The offer was made, however, 
toa prospectively large bayer and open quota- 
tions remain about the same, That corroders 
throughout the west are replenishing their 


beds cannot be doubted, if their purchases of: 


Pig lead are to be accepted as a proof. 

The trade in varnishes continues to show an 
improvement over that of last spring and Am- 
erican manufacturers express themselves as 
both gratified by the improved condition of 
affairs and hopeful for its continuance, 


PIG LEAD, 

Contrary to the anticipations of some con- 
servative observers. the price of pig lead has 
shown a marked advance during the week, to- 
day’s quotations being 4 25@4 27i¢c as against 
412K@4 lic a week ago. The causes for this 
advance may be found in the decided improve- 
ment in the New York market and in the natu- 
ral desire of buyers to purchase before prices 
attained their highest figure. These circum- 
stances served to stimulate the demand, while 
at the same time offerings by refiners have 
been decidedly moderate. Already some of 
the larger smelting works refuse to accept fur- 
ther orders for May lead, and June delivery is 
being sold at the figures above named—4 25@ 
4274¢c. At the same time the general impres- 
sion is that pig lead has reached its highest 
point, and a slight falling off in demand is per- 
ceptible. The week’sinquiry has been from all 
points of the compass and from all classes of 
buyers. Some surmises are heard as to the 
amount of speculative lead held in New York, 
which is believed to be considerable, but it is 
not thought that it will be precipitated upon 
the market in quantities and at times to unset- 
tle values. 

The St. Louis market also exhibits a marked 
advance, to-day’s quotations at that point be- 
ing 4 20c as against 4c a week ago. A consider- 
able amount of lead has changed hands there 
and some sales of round lots are reported. 

DRUGS. 

The improvement in the tone of the market 
in opium to which I alluded last week, still 
continues and is, if anything, even more pro- 
nounced. The general feeling may be said to 
be rather bullish, and higher prices would not 
cause much surprise. Ipecac is still very firm, 
nor is any weakening anticipated. Some close 
Observers in this market are now inclined to 
believe that the larger proportion of the stocks 
now in sight are held in comparatively few 
hands. Carbolic acid is exhibiting much 
strength, and some manufacturers have in- 
structed their agerts to withdraw all offers. 
The tendency of the market is undoubtedly 
upward, a circumstance which may be, per- 
hape, partially accounted for by the fact that 
the season is approaching when the 
demand is naturally most active. Quin- 
ine is still a “drug on the market,” 

metaphorically as well as literally. The for- 
eign article is selling at 48c as an inside price, 
American braads bringing from 54c to 600, the 
latter figures being the quotations for P. & W, 
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Business continues excellent for this season 
of the year, an active demand from both city 
and out of town trade being reported by most 
of the larger houses. 

More than 10) members of the State Pharma- 
ceutical Association of Iowa assembled at 
Waterloo, in that State, on Wednesday last. 
The occasion was the eighth annual convention 
of the organization. Some amendments to the 
pharmacy act were discussed, the most impor- 
tant being a proposition to prohibit druggists 
from selling liquor and allow them to keep 
alcohol and sherry wine for compounding 
purposes only. After some debate the sug- 
gestion was negatived by a close vote. 

Some excitement has been caused in Toledo. 
O., by the action of the county commissioners 
in seeking to enforce the provisions of the 
Dow law in regard to the sale of liquors by 
druggists, some of whom, it is alleged, are 


openly and grossly violating the statute.

Drillers at the Ballard well. scutheast of 
Findlay, on Thursday drilled in a gasser with a 
capacity of 20,000,000 cubic feet daily. 


In the Pennsylvania House on Friday Collins’ 
Oil Storage bill, which failed of a constitutional 
majority the day before, was reconsidered and 
again failed to get 101 votes. 


Ex-Governor Pattison, of Philadelphia, who 
was appointed auditor in the Horse Creek Oil 
and Manufacturing Company, on a petition for 
dissolution of the corporation, last Friday filed 
his report. He said that all the law has been 
complied with by the company, and that there 
isa fund nowin tne hands of the treasurer 
amounting to $581.17. He has ordered that this 
balance should be civided among the creditors. 
1t will pay them 3 per cent. 

A report comes from Toledo to the effect 
that a gigantic scheme is being planned which 
involves millions of dollars and interests 
thousands of producers in the Allen, Hancock 
and Wood County oil fields It is the organiza- 
tion of a producers’ oil exchange, It is argued 
that the Ohio oil is nearly, if not quite so good 
as the Pennsylvania oil. All producers will 
be made stock holders in the exchange, and, if 
necessary,pipe lines will be built and refineries 
erected. 

The Fostoria., O , pipe line has been put into 
the hands of representative men, who have 
elected the following officers: President, R. 
Crocker; Vice-President, Andrew Emerine, 
president of the First National Bank; Secre- 
tary, J. E. Wilkison, cashier of Foster & Co.’s 
bank; Treasurer, C. Olmsted, city treasurer. 
The subscription to this pipe line has reached 
nearly $50,000. With this money a six-inch gas 
main will be put around the town where man- 
ufacturers can get natural gas free of charge. 


The well on Ike Heffner’s farm, east of Lima, 
has been cleaned out and shot and is doing 
about two hundred barrels a cay. This well 
was drilled in six or seven months ago by some 
parties, who made an agreement with Mr. 
Heffner to buy his farm at a stipulated price, 
providing 011 was found in paying quantities. 
The fellows had no money, and when the well 
drilled in they tried to convince Mr. Heffner 
that it was no good, but he would not be con- 
vine2d and by going to court he had the lease 
declared void. 


The production of the entire Butler county 
oil field is probably not far from 9,000 barrels, 
and is possibly above those figures, and the 
fields northeast and southwest of Butler divide 
the producticn about eqyally. Northeast of. 
Butler, the old upper oil country flelds are 
doing probably 1,700 barrels, the new pools in 
the vicinity of Millerstown about 2,000 and St. 
Joe about 800 barrels of olla day. Southwest 
of Butler are the Thorn Creek, Bald Ridge and 
Reibold fields, with productions aggregating in 
the neighborhoood of 5,500 or 6,000 barrels a 
day. 

The Noble Brothers have in their reservoirs 
at Baku just now 3,300,000 poods of naphtha, 
besides about 1,200,000 poods of kerosene, and 
335,000 poods refined and distilled lubricating 
oil. In the tank steamers of the company now 
lying at Baku ready for sea there are 300,000 
poods of kerosene, while there is a quantity of 
some 460,000 poods in stock at Astrachan; so 
that the concern has at ite disposal a total of 
some 1,960,000 poods of the material, all of 
which is being despatched to the Russian mar- 
kets by means of the company’s vessels and 
tank wagons. The total daily kerosene pro- 
duction of the Baku establishment of Messrs. 
Nobel is 50,000 poods.

He 
was reported to have been involved with 
Sharpless & Carpenter, fertilizer manufacturers 
of Philadelphia, for about $20,000. His total 
liabilities are reported to be $40,L00, with assets 
of about one-third that amount. He offered to 
compromise with his creditors at 35 cents on 
the dollar without sccurity, but it was not ac- 
cepted.

The German Chloride of Potash In- 


dustry. 


This industry is now in an exceedingly flour- 
ishing state. By the resolution of the conven- 
tion to increase the output the producticn 
capability of all the shafts belonging to the 
syndicate has been increased to 2,210,(49 ctr. of 
80 per cent. materia! for the current year. Up 
to March 81 orders for delivery during the 
present year hai been received to the extent 
of 2,219,049 ctr. of 80 per cent. potash, while 
the demand so far this month is still stronger. 
This rapid increase in the consumption of the 
material is solely owing to the extraordinary 
high price Bengal saltpeter has attained, caus- 
ing gunpowder manufacturers and chemical 
works generally to replace this now too ex- 
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pensive commodity by chloride of potash. 
The principal consuming countries, and those 
from which at present there is the greatest de- 
mand are Scotland (Glasgow), France and 
America. It is expected that the output will 
shortly have to be further substantially in- 
creased.— Kuhlow’s Review.

A Chinese Anesthetic. 

A curious account of a Chinese aneesthetic is 
given in Nouv. Remedes (April, p.165).It appears 
that Dr, W. Lambuth mentions in his third an- 
nual report of the Soochow Hospital, an exper- 
iment made, at the suggestion of a Chinese 
doctor, with this preparation. A substance 
resembling wax, but harder, and semi-trans- 
parent, in the form of a tablet, was cut into 
small pieces and digested in water for twenty- 
four hours, together with a small white woody 
excresence. The liquid was then found by Dr. 
Lambuth to possess well marked ansesthetic 
properties. It was found that a numbness of 
the lips and tongue was produced, and that the 
finger immersed in the solution for some min- 
utes could then be pricked with a needle with- 
out any pain being felt. The tablet was des- 
cribed as being the juice of the eyes of a frog. 
It was probably the substance obtained by the 
Chinese by placing a frog in a jar containing 
flour and irritating the animal, when it exudes 
a liquid which forms a paste with the flour. 
This is then dried and made into cakes bearing 
some resemblance to button lac. If the anzs- 
thetic property be due to the frogs’ exoretion, 
and not to the white woody excresence above 
mentioned, the fact suggests the possibility of 
the animal using the secretion to deaden the 
pain to which it might be subjected by its ene- 


mies.

Canada Oil Report. 

The crude market has been uneventful dur- 
ing the week, no new features having been de- 
veloped calculated to inspire confidence in the 
future. Values declined to 6834c, and but a 
small volume of business was transacted. The 
lateness of the season, the uncertainty of the 
disposition of thesurplus held by the Financial 
Association, and other causes, combine to 
make it probable that bottom has not yet been 
reached, and that values will yet rule lower. 
There is nothing in the prospect to encourage 
the producer to push the drill, and every addi- 
tional barrel of crude produced must render the 
situation more critical. 

As is rmatural at this season of the year the 
refined market is quiet. Quotations are made 
at 18c, car lots. The country is comparatively 
bare of oil, and the prospects for a heavy trade 
next season are said to be very good. If the 
efforts put forth last season in the improved 
quality and.to introduce our product to new 
markets be continued, a very uch better 
state of affairs should exist a year from the 
present time. Nothing has yet been done to 
perpetuate the present understanding among 
refiners, and it seems to be an open question 
wheather efforts in this direction would be suc- 
cessful.

Two Decisions ¢ Importance to Oil 
en. 


The Supreme Court of Ohio has made two 
important decisions. Twosuits were instituted 
by the State at the instance of an oil refiner, on 
relation of the Attorney General—one against 
the Cincinnati, New Orleans and Texas Pacific 
Railway Company, i. e., the lessees of the Cin- 
cinnati Southern Railway and its connections, 
and the other against the Cincinnati, Washing- 
ton and Haltimore Railway Company. The 
proceedings are in quo warranto, and are fora 
forfeiture of the charters of these corporations. 
The petitions charged these companies with 
numerous acts of unlawful discrimination in 
freight rates on petroleum oils. 

The railroad companies interposed demurrers 
to the petition, raising the questions whether 
the facts alleged constituted misuse or abuse of 
the franchise, rights and privileges conferred 
upon the corporations by the law of their cre- 
ation, and whether the proceeding of quo war- 
ranto to oust them of their franchises and de- 
prive them of their corporate existence is the 
proper remedy in such cases, 

Tee two cases are substantially alike except 
that the matters complained of in the Cinoin- 
nati, New Orleans and Texas Pacific cases were 
transactions occurring outside of Ohio. 

The Supreme Court overruled the demurrers, 
thus settling the important doctrines that such 
acts are abuses and misuse of corporate fran- 
chise, which may be punished by a forfeiture 
of the charters of the corporations if the evi- 
dence sustains the charges; that quo warranto 
is the proper remedy ; and that our courts may 
deprive a corporation- an artificial creature of 
the State—of its continued existence and power 
to do mischief, wnen it violates the law of its 
creation and ceases to fulful the design and 
purpose of its organization to be a common 
carrier for all alike, whether such abuse of its 
powers occurs in a domestic or an inter-State 
transaction. Judge Dickman dissents upon 
the last proposition.

Manufactured Cattle Food. 


We give below the essential parts of a leo- 
ture delivered on March 8, before the Royal 
Manchester, Liverpool, and Nurth Lancashire 
Agricultural Society, by Mr. Alfred Smetham, 
F.C,S8., F.1.C., of Liverpool, analyticai chemist 
to the association: 

To give a complete account of all the foods 
now in the market would occupy more time 
than I have at my disposal; but a few remarks 
upon the more important may not be out of 
place. The earliest and most important cake 
used for feeding is linseed, which is, or was, 
the residue left in crushing linseed by bydrau- 
lic pressure to remove the oil. As manufac- 
tured fifteen or twenty years ago it contained 
10 to 14 per cent. of oil. 26 to 30 per cent, of al- 
buminoids, and about 30 per cent, of digestible 
carbo- hydrates; but owing to improvements 
in hydraulic machinery the oil left in the press 
cake does notamount to much more than half 
of what it cid formerly. Other methods have 
also been devised whereby the oil is almost 
completely removed by means of bisulphide of 
carbon, or petroleum spirit, and the resulting 
cake or mealisthus deprived of its most im- 
portant corstituent. What is here stated as 
true of linseei cake is true also of all cakes 
and meals which are the residues of oil ex- 
traction processes, und I need not, therefore, 
specially treat of the deterioration of other 
cakes and meals, under their respective head- 
ings. I have already stated that oil ready 
formed in cake or meal is worth 2 1-3 times ite 
weight of starch, sugar or mucilage, and the 
removal of, say,7 per eent. of oil would re- 
duce the value of the cake by nearly 10 per 
cent.,and I think I am not overstating the 
case when I say that, taking the average of 
linseed cake sold, the reduction in food value 
is not less than &.per cent. Fortunately the 
general depreciation in the price of feeding 
stuffs has rendered the systematic adulteration 
of linseed cake almost a thing of the past, and 
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the competition in trade and the introduction 
of other foods have brought the selling price 


to very nearly its true value, 


The richest of the cakes in ordinary use is 
decorticated cotton cake. This, asa rule, con- 
tains from 10 te 12 per cent. of oil, and about 
42 percent. of albuminoids, and a compara- 
tively small quantity will, therefore, raise the 
For 


albuminoid ratio to the given standard. 
many purposes it is the cheapest food that can 


be purchared, but, owing to its concentration, 


it requires a considerable amount of judgment 
and skill to use it economically, 


maize,in about equal proportions, 


it, at a considerable saving of cost. 
The undecorticated, or whole secd, cotton 


cake is manufactured largely in England. It is 
made f:0m the same seeds us the decorticated, 
but it is reduced in value by the presence of 


from 20 to 25 per cent. of worthless husks, and 
sometimes contains a considerable quantity of 
“cotton-wool.”” The presence of the woody 
fiber and “cotton-wool” has not unfrequently 
been the cause of stoppagein animals, not a 


few such instances having come under my im- 


mediate notice. It is preferced by many farm- 
ers because it is less concentrated than the de- 
corticated, but, takiug into account the market 
prices, it is really less economical, asit contains 
only 6 per cent. of oil and 25 per cent. of albu 


minoids. 


= Maize meal is a cheap and effective food, but 


it cannot be used for adjusting the albuminoid 
ratio, because it is found to contain only about 
10 per cent. of albumirol‘s. It has5 per cent. 
of oi), and nearly 70 per cent. of starch and di- 
gestible carbo-bydrates. During the last year 
or two a cake made by pressing the germs of 
maize, which are separated by the roller pro- 
cess, has been introduced into England. The 
germs arericher in albumineids and oil than 
the remainder of the sce@, and the cake has a 
greater feeding value. If made in any large 
quantity it will be a valuable addition to our 
list of foods. 

Somewhat similar to waize are oats, wheat, 
and barley,.the first being the ricbest in album- 
jnoids and oil, avd having ap albuminoid ratio 
of 1to5.5. Peasand beans are rich n album- 
noids, but contain scarcely any oil. Paim-nut 
and cocoanut cakes and meals are rich and val- 
uahble foods, more particularly for dairy stock. 

Feeding experiments have shown that, irres- 
pectiye of the albuminoid ratio, a mixture of 

foods wiil produce better results than a single 
food having the same amount of digestible in- 
gredients. This is doubtless chiefly due to the 
fact that in the mixture the constituents, more 
particularly the carbo-hydrates,are not varied. 
In linseed mucilage predominates; in maize, 
starch; and in locust beans, sugar. If a mixture 
of these three be made, mucilage, starch, and 
sugar will be present in approximately equal 
proportions, and the digestive organs will have 
less work to doto obtain a giv n amount of 
nutriment; and consequently the beasts are 
able to consume and assimilate a larger quan- 
tity of! food, with the result that fattening 
goes On at a greater pace. 

This fact has been mainly instrumental in 
bringing into the market of Jate yearsa larger 
number of mixed meals and cakes, When pre- 
pared from pure and sound materials, and 
mixed with due regard tothe proper compos- 
ition, and sold ata fair price, these meals and 
cakes may be advantageously used, and in 
many instances will be found to yield satiefac- 
tory results. As, however, such foods may be 
made of almost any composition, it is advisable 
to buy only such as are of guaranteed strength, 
orareecidty firms in whom implicit con- 
fidence can be repored.

The Conspiracy Trial. 

On Tuesday of last week the plaintiff's case 
was closed, the plaintiff himself being the last 
witness. His testimony was in effect an effort 
to show that the defendants, Jobn D. Arch- 
bold, Menry H. Rogers and Andrew McGregor, 
andthe Standard Oil Company were privy to 
the acts of conspiracy which js the basis of the 
charges. With an examination of Mr. John D. 
Rockefeller the case of the plaintiff rested, 
when Mr. Brundage requested the Court to in- 
struct the jury t> bring in a verdict of ac- 
quittal asfar us Jobo D. Archbold, Henry H. 
Rogers and AmbroseMcGregor were concerned 
on the ground that the testimony was insuffi- 
cient to connect them with any conspiracy to 
entice Rivay Miller from the Buffalo works, or 
to interfere with the businessof the Buffalo 

ompany oe 
UlJudge Haight addressed the jury at consid- 
erable length, and closed by directing that 
such a verdict be rendered. 

On Wednesday Mr. Coggswell opened for 
thu defense. 

The first witness was Henry D. Clemons, now 
of Hartford, Conn., of whom Miller had rented 
a bouse in Corry. Hisson, Edward J. Clem- 
one, followed bim. Both swore that Miller 
told them that he was connected with the Buf- 
falo Lubricating Oil Works and that when 
their suits against the Standard Oil Company 
were decided his share of the judgment would 
be $40,000, Capt. Mack, a Standard Oil detect- 
ive, took their statements in writing a short 
time ago. 

A. P. Wright, whose son was president of the 
Merchants’ Exchange last year, testified that 
he met, Charles B. Matthews at Hiram Bene- 

diot’s office, and that Matthews offered to dis-

Benjamin Brewster, the New York million- 
aire, said that Matthews once offered to sell the 
Buffalo business to him for $100,000. Mr. 
Brewster is a trustee of the Standard Oil Trust 
and also director in several railroads, and is 
president of the Keokuk and Des Moines. 

Mr. William O. Allison testified to several 
conversations with Mr. Matthews about dis- 
posing of the Buffalo plant. He said that once 
Matthews offered to sell for $250,000 and want- 
ed payments in two sums, one of $100,000 for 
the Buffalo ccmpany and one of $150,000 for 
Matthewe. The latter said he would drop all 
suits and go to California; that he needed a 
vacation. 

Fred G. Saxton. a saloon-keeper, of Corry, 
Pa., said that Capt. Mack, the Standard detec- 
tive, was in his place when Miller came in and 
said: “It was the mistake of my life that I left 
the Standard Oil Company, and I will get back 
again. Here (extending his hand) is a palm 
black, rough and itching,and the party that 
fills it fullest can have it and me. That suit at 
Buffalo is a-— sham, and you (Mack) and I 
can just as well make money out of it as any- 
body else.”’ 

Saxton also gave some additional evitence in 
regard to his attempt to get Miller drunk in 
order to steal from him some letters wanted by 
the Standard people. 

Joseph Stearns, of Boston, whom the people 
brought here to testify to Miller’s idleness 
while in Boston in 1881, was called by the de- 
fence. He testified that in 1885 he had a con- 
versation with Charles B. Matthews in Boston, 
and that Matthews made the remark that if he 
could get a judgment in his civil suit he could 
put the Everests behind the bare, and that was 
the only way to get the Standard Oil Company 
to pay the price asked by the Buffalo concern. 
Matthews further said that the Everests wou d 
pay anything rather than allow themselves to 
be locked up. Stearns asked how they could 
be locked up in a civil suit, and Mattbews re- 
plied that he hadastatement from Miller to 
the effect that the Standard Oil Company bad 
enticed bim away from bis Buffalo employers, 
and he was«olpg to use it. Stearns said he 
thought Miller was not a reliable man, and 
Matthews replied: 

“We do not care 80 long as we bave bim in 
black and white, where he can’t back out. We 


Stearnsafterwards met Matthews at the Ken- 
more in Albany, and the latter said: ‘I must 


get the Standard’s peopie where I can pinch 


them before they will come to my terme.” At 
Butfalo in a subsequent conversation Matthews 
made the remark that: “We must win this suit 


at all hazards, s0 we can get the criminal suits 
started so that they willbe in our power and 
will come to our terme.” 


Then J. Scott Wilson, came to the witness 
box. Wilson first broached the subject of 


coming to Buffalo to Matthews and Miller 


when all three were employed at Rochester. 
He did the outside work for the new concern, 
but broke with them in December, 1381, and 
went over to the Standard. Then he deserted 
the Standard and tock refuge in Matthew's 
bosom once more, and was an important wit- 
ness for the Buffalo company in the civil suite. 
Now he is once more on the side of the Stand- 
ard people. Wilson’s story was long. He 
testified that he sold oil for the new concern to 
old customers of the Vacuum Company and 
had never heard anytbing from the Buffalo 
people about the explosion. He was in 
Rochester when the safety-valve was blown 
out. He never saw any indication of the 
works having been burned. 

Matthews once told witness in substance that 
he expected to get $100,000 or $150,000 by being 
bought out by the Standard or the Vacuum 
Company. 

William A. Patterson, the present sup*rin- 
tendent of the Roche-ter works, showed a 
safety valve that he had brought from the 
Vacuum works and explained its construction. 
He sald that in the spring of 1881 Miller told 
bim that the Standard 9il people would give 
Matthews, Wilson and himeelt almost any 
amount rather than have them leave. Miller 
asked witness to go to Buffalo with the new 
company and when he declined to go said: 
“Well, by ——, 1 will make it just as bot for 
you aslcan. I will take Gabel and the other 
men about the place and see how you can 
make it go then.” 

On Friday the defense announced that they 
would bave only two or three more witnesees, 
who could not be on hand until morning, and 
the District Attorney introduced the first o: his 
witnesses in rebuttal evidence. 

On Saturday the evidence was mainly to show 
the good character of the Everests by various 
prominent citizens of Rochester. The remain- 
der of the day was taken up with the summing 
up of counsel aud the Judge’s charge to the 
jury, who went to their room to deliberate and 
find a verdict shortly after six O’clock in the 
evening. 

On Sunday morning at ten o’clock Judge 
Haight entered the court, which was already 
fliled, followed by the jury, who rendered a 
verdict of guilty against Hiram B. and Charies 
M. Everest. 

On Monday, lawyerj Coggswell moved for a 


new trialand astay of sentence was granted. 
which will put the argument ef the motion 


over until September.

prefer,.to go direct to the general term, 







Mr. Coggswell replied: “We want to have 
your Honor review the case before it goes to 
the general term if it should have to gothere. 
Some of the questions are quite novel and we 
should be better satisfied if the Court that pre- 
sided at the trial reviewed the questions which 
can be raised upon the motion for a new trial.” 

This Judge Haight finally agreed to do, and 
the defense was given twenty days and the

The Paint, Oil and Varnish Club and 
Reclassification. 


The apparent discrimination against manu- 
facturers and dealers iv paints, varnishes, etc., 
to which editorial reference was made in our 
last issue, has been the subject of much discus- 
sion in the trade for some time past. The ex- 
ecutive committee of the New York Paint, Oil 
and Varnish Club deemed that the matter was 
of such a serious nature as to warrant action 
by the organization, and accordingly the fol- 
lowing call for a meeting was issued on Thurs- 
day last: 

“Owing to the unjust classification of freight, 
discriminating against Eastern manufacturers, 
it is deemed advisable to hold a meeting of the 
club that some concerted action may be taken 
at once, tending to a proper adjustment of the 
same. A special meeting will therefore be held 
at the Down Town Club, 50 Pine street, on 
Wednesday, May 11, at 2:30 P. m. 

“As this interests you, your presence is speci- 
ally requested. By order of the Executive 
Committee, W.B. TEMPLETON, Secretary.” 

Pursuant to the call, the following named 
members of the club assombied at the ap- 
pointed place and proceeded at once to busi- 
ness: President, Gen. E. L. Molineux, of C. T. 
Raynolds & Co; and Messrs. R. P. Rowe, 
Brooklyn White Lead Company; M. Sondheim, 
Sondheim, Alsberg & Co.; Henry Merz, Heller 
& Merz; William Balbach,8. P Wetherill Com- 
pany; M. Breloig, Bridgeport Wood Filler 
Company; Theo. Rosenberg, D Rosenberg & 
Sone; AlbertS. Adler, 8. Adier& Sons; F. L. 
Lavanburg, Pfeiffer & Lavanburg; W. H. 
King, Billings, Taylor & Co.; Mr. Roberts, 
representing Moller & Schumann; John Dohse, 
Masury & Co., Chas. Pierce, F. O. Pierce & Co; 
L. C. Gillespie, Chas. Gillespie & Sons; Emil 
Calman, KE, Calman & Cc.; A. Rich D. B. Crock- 
ett Co., W. E. Lucas, G. C. Liszka and W. B. 
Templeton. 

The president, after calling the meeting to 
order, requested the secretary to state the ob- 
ject of the meeting, Mr. Templeton complying 
by reading the call above published, 

The president stated that the subject was one 
of the greatest importance to the trades repre- 
sented in the club, and one ripe for discussion. 
Mr. Thos, L. Greene, a gentleman who had 
been instrumental in helping to overcome 
s'milar difficulties in other trades, was present 
by invitation and bad kindly consented to assist 
the club in getting this matter in shape so that 
intelligent action might be taken. 

Mr. Greene was invited to address the meet- 
ing, but said that he thought the gist of the 
matter cuuld be reached more quickly if the 
chairman would ask him questions regarding 
such points as the club desired to have ex- 
plained. 

The president said that there appeared to be 
a different and more favorable rate tosouthern 
than to western points on the same class of 
goods, and desired Mr. Greene to explain the 
reason for this disparity. 

Replying, Mr. Greene said that as the south- 
ern and western roads were under different 
managemcnts, entirely distinct from each 
other, the section of the interstate law making 
it a misdemeanor for common carriers to 
charge more than one rate for the same class 
of goods did not apply in this instance, He ex- 
plained that there were four different classifi- 
cations from as many different pointe. The 
roads from here to Chicago and 8t. Louis 
charged one rate, then another rate was 
charged by the roads running between those 
cities to points further west, another for the 
Pacific coast, and finally the southern roads 
had a differert schedule of rates. The object 
of the law was to secure uniformity and pre- 
vent diserimination on goods shipped from the 
same point to similar destinations, by different 
shippers. If the roads were all under the same 
management and formed one continuous 
through line, but one rate could be charged all 
the way through to the Pacific coast. 

Mr Adler asked if any of the freight classfi- 
cation committee appointed by the trunk lines 
to fix freight rates had any knowledge of the 
nature and chemical composition of paints and 
colors. From the manner in which they had 
fixed rates he should conclude fhat they had 
not the remotest idea what paints and colors 
are. Mr. Greene informed him that it would 
be impossible for the committee to have such 
knowledge, but that if in fixing rates, they had 
discriminated against one article in favor of 
another of similar composition known under 
another name the matter migh*t properly be 
brought to their attention, 

One thing the club should bear well in mind, 
the speaker stated, was that goods, marked 
“owner's risk” are carried at a lower rate than 
when not so marked. Varnishes in wood, 
marked “owner’s risk,” for instance, goes in 
the second class, but if that mark is omitted it 
must pay first class rates. 

Mr. Greene stated in reply 'o a question that 
the glass dealersfound they were being die- 
criminated against by the new rates, Fer in-

| stance the boxes measuring over %2x34 inches 


they were put in the fourth class, while those 
measuring 30x32 inches paid third class rates 
other sizes being putin various other classes 
according to measurement of the boxes, On 
investigating the matter he found that glass 
was packed in boxes containing a specified 
number of united inches, irrespective of size 
and shape and this fact having been brought 
to the attention of the classification committee 
the rates were changed so us to admit of the 
shipment of glass at uniform rates. according to 
the number of united inches in the box. 

Mr. Theo, Rosenberg, who drew up the pe- 
tition of the varnish trade to the freight com- 
missionars of the trunk lines stated that he had 
a copy of the petition with him and at the 
request of the president read it as followe: 

New York, April 18, 1887. 
Nathan Guilford, Cymmissioner, Trunk Line 
Assoctation, 346 Broadway, City: 

We the undersigned manutacturers of var- 
nishes, Japans and driers respectfully petition 
that the classification on all varnishes, Japans 
and dryers, shipped at an agreed valuation of 
5uc per gallon, be changed from second class to 
fourth class, for the following reasons, viz: 
The present classification is seriously affecting 
our western business and virtually means pro- 
hibition on a large percentage of goods hereto- 
fore shipped west, such as varnishes sold as low 
as $25 per barrel and paint dryers under $10 per 
barrel. The average weight per barrrel is about 
460 lbs, and freight to western points, say Chi- 
cago. at present classification (2nd class) would 
te equal to about 11 per cent on cheap var- 
nishes and 29 per cent on paintdryers. Eastern 
manufacturers cannot compete with those of 
western cities such as Chicago, Cleveland, De- 
troit, St. Louis, &c., under the circumstances, 
which means a serious lors to eastern manu- 
facturers and loss of revenue to the railroads. 
It is but just to grant our petition when lin- 
seed oil, in wood, isfourth and fifth claes (the 
latter carload lots) value of which is from 40 to 
55c per gallon. Paints in oil. in barrele, sre 
fourth class, value of which range from 8c to 
$200 per gallon. We trust the existing evil will 
be remedied for which w? most respectfully 
pray.” 

The petition was numerously signed by the 
leading varnish manufacturers of the city and 
received the endorsement of the club. 

Ia repiy to a question from the president Mr. 
Greene said that the ioterstate law regulates 
the rates in one direction only; for instance the 
railroads can make one rate on goods sent from 
New York to Chicago and another rate on the 
same Class of goods from Chicago to New York. 

Mr. Rowe said that he believed a sma!! work- 
ing committee could get at the rootof this 
matter much more quickly and effectively 
than the club asa body and submitted the fol- 
lowing: 

“Hesolved, that a committee of seven be ap- 
pointed by the chair to communicate with the 
chairman of the Freight Classification Com- 
mittee or such other parties as may be neces- 
sary, and lay before them such injustice and 
incongruities of the present classification as 
relates to merchandise in which the members of 
this club may be interested, with a request for 
proper and equitable gdjustment.” 

The resolution being seconded and adopted, 
the president appointed the following commit- 
tee: R. P. Rowe, for the Brooklyn White Lead 
Company, representing the white lead interest; 
Henry Merz for Heller & Merz, chemical and 
dry paints, J. Seaver Page for F, W. Devoe & 
Co., paints and colors; T, Rosenberg for D. 
Rosenberg & Sons, varnishes; A. Rich for D. 
B, Crockett Co., varnishes and whiting; J° 
A. Elmendorf for Edward Smith & Co., var- 
nishes; W. F. Tiemann for D. F. Tiemann & 
Co., paints and colors. 

The committee were instructed to look after 
individual interests of members, and wiil be 
glad to receive any suggestion or assistance 
from those who have grievances to present. 

On motion the meeting adjourn: d. 

THE COMMITTEE ORGANIZES. 

Immediately after the club meeting ad- 
journed, the committee met, with Mr. R. P, 
Rowe in the chair. 

On motion of Mr. Henry Merz, the secretary 
was intrusted to draw up a notification of the 
existence and objects of the committee, copies 
of which should be sent to each member. 
Accordingly thesecretary at once prepared the 
following circular letter: 

“At the special meeting of the club held to- 
day to consider the unwise classification of 
freight, the following resolution was unani- 
mously carried:

The precipitate 
settles slowly and is one of the most difficult to

6q. mm.in size. The precipitate obtained by 
the action of hydrogen sulphide upon a solu- 
tion of the sulphate differs from that obtained 
by precipititating with alkali sulphides, in be- 
ing less soluble in acids, and more slowly de- 
composed by iodine. The action of the acid ap- 


pears to consist in retarding the separation of 


the sulphide. The zinc sulphide obtained from 


asulpburic acid solution also appears to con- 


tain more sulpur, and this excess is probably 


combined as hydrogen su!phide witn zinc gul- 
phide to form ahydrosulphide. The propor- 


tion of the excess of sulphur to the zinc sul- 
phide does not appear to constant. 


To estimate the zinc in the zinc sulphide pre- 


cipitate, the latter is either directly converted 
into oxide, by drying and igniting wiih access 
of air, or for larger quantities, by again ig- 
niting after treating the ignited mass with 
nitric acid and then with ammonium 
carbonte to remove any sulphuric acid 
acid that may have been formed. This is a 
very difficult operation, and requires the ob- 
servation of many precautions, It is better to 
dctermine it indirectly, by first dissolving the 


zinc sulphide in hydrochloric acid, precipitat- 


ing with sodium carbonate and igniting the 
carbonate. The direct weighing of the zinc 
sulphide according to Rose’s method is much 
simpler. The filter is incinerated by iteelf, 
then the precipitate is added, and the whole is 
ignited in a reduction crucible ina currert of 
hydrogen, ata red heat to constant weight. 
When pure su phuris used,and the tempera 

ture is not raised above a red heat, and the pre- 
caution is taken to melt the filter ash in the 
crucible with the sulphur, before adding the 
main precipitate, the objections raised by Mar- 
quard and Bein against this method become in- 
valid. Aszinc is completely precipitated from 
its saits with organic acids (acetic, formic, cit- 
ric, bydrocyanic, eulphocyanic) by hydrogen 
sulphide, a numbr of methods have been 
based on this behavior, but they all have the 
disadvantage that the estimaticn of iron in the 
filtrate cannot be effected by precipitation with 
ammouium hydroxide, tecause the organic 
acids preventit. The iron must then be pre- 
cipitated by ammonium sulphide, the sulphide 
dissolved in hydrochloric acid, and the iron 
again precipitated with ammonium hydroxide, 
or the organic substauce must be destroyed by 
evaporation, and ign ition of the residue, 


The estimation of zinc by precipitating with 
hydrogen sulphide from formic acid solution, 
accerding to the method of Dellfsaad Hampe, 
and the separation from nickel and iron gives 
sufficiently accurate results, when the neces- 
sary precautions are taken to prevent the sim- 
ultaneous precipitation of the latter metals. 
The solution must be sufficiently acid (5 c.c 
formic acid of sp. gr. 1.1136 to .003 gms, nickel), 
but not too acid. This method is to be pre- 
ferred to the precipitation from acetic acid so- 
lution on account of the ease with which the 
zinc sulphide filters. When a citric acid golu- 
tion is used the filtration of the zinc sulphide is 
more difficult. 


The method proposed by Tamm for estimat- 
ing the zinc as pyrophosphate gives sufficientiy 
accurate results, but aseparation of the zinc 
from iron, nickel and cobalt cannot be effected 
by it. Meyer and Losekann have modiffed this 
method to separate mangsnese and magne- 
sium, but it isnot eu ¢ pul as regards man-

Volumetric Methods—Sodium sulphide meth- 
od: Te determine the end of the reaction, 
Schaffner in his method employs ferric hy- 
droxide; Barreswill used pieces of unglazed 
porcelain saturated with ferric chloride. 
Streng uses paper saturated with ferric chlo- 
ride and weighted witha platinum wire; Groll 
and Kunzel drop te ts with nickel chloride; F. 
von Mobr alkalin : lead solution; C. Mohr so- 
dium nitroprusside paper; Fresenius, lead car- 
bonate paper; Deus, cobalt paper; Schott, so 
called polka paper; Schroeder, thallium paper; 
Balling, phenolphthalein. 


The substance is dissolved in nitro-hydro- 
chloric acid and evaporated to dryness; 
The acid solution is precipitated with 
hydrogen sulphide, from the filtrate 
the iron is precipitated by ammonium 
hydroxide and manganese by bromine or s0- 
dium phosphate. Finally the zinc is estimated 
in the filtered solution by titeriag with sodium 
sulphide according to Schaffner’s method. 
When precihitating with ammonium hydro- 
oxide, some of the zinc always remain with the 
hydroxide, which should therer: fore,also when 
the precipitation is effected with acetate, be 
redissolved and reprecipitated. While Tobler 
appears to be of the opinion, that the zinc re- 
mains in the iron oxideonly on account of in- 
complete washiug, Hampe and Traatz have 
shown, that a chemical combination of the two 
hydroxides is formed. According to Marquard, 
when the zinc solution is poured into an excess 
of ammonium hydroxide, the precipitate also 
contains zinc. Tbe removal of manganese, ac- 
cording to Stadier can only be effected by 
means of sodium phosphate, when present in 
small quantity(1 part manganese to 20 parts 
zinc.) 

The separation of zinc by titration with so- 
dium gu:phide, is incomplete on account of the 
short duration of the reaction. In order to 
get concordant results with the ferric hy- 
droxides as indicator, the same volume and 
concentration should always be used, or ac- 
cording to Laur, the volumes should te meas- 
ured after the completion of the titration, and 
the quantity of sodium su!phide necessary for 
turning the ferric hydroxide brown should be 
deducted. This quantity depends upon the 
volume, provided the concent:ation is the 
same. The ferric hydroxide has the advan- 
tage over all other indicatorsin not combining 
with sulphur either before or simultan- 
eously with the zinc, but after, while 
nickel, silver, lead, cobalt and thallium are 
sulphurized simultaneously with the zinc and 
can only be used for drop tests. The sharpest 
reaction is obtained in the following order: 
Theillium nitrate, lead, cobalt chloride, nickel 
sulphate, ferrous sulphate. Balling instead of 
precipitating the zinc from an ammoniacal 
solution, uses a neutral solution and detects an 
excess of sodium sulphate by means of phen- 
o phthalein. According to the author phtha- 
lein on account of its reduction to colorless 
phthalein by hydrogen sulphide is a jess reli- 
able indicator than red coloring coraliin. In 
using the lat.crthe end of the reaction may, 
however, be considerably retarded by the pres- 
ence of ammonium salts. 


Potassium Ferrocyanide Method,—After re- 
moving the metals precipitated by hydrogen 
sulphide and nickel, iron and manyanese (ac- 
co ding to Mahou it is necessary to remove the 
manganese, while according to Fahlberg it is 
not) the titration it effected in bydrochloric 
acid solution. The precipitate settles with dif- 
ficulty unless an excess of zinc solution is 
present. Tho indicator used is uranium ni- 
trate, the reagent being added to the ainc solu- 
t.on until a drop taken out on the end ofa 
plass rod, colors the uranium solution brown.—

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The Threatened Competition of Rus- 
sian with American Oil in the Mar- 
kets of India and the Far East.

An able article having appeared in your 
issue of the 25th of March from the pen of Mr. 
Charles Marvin, on the subject of the export 
of illuminating oil from Caucasia to India by 
the firm of Messrs. Rothschild, of Baku,I think 
it may interest your readers to have placed be- 
fore them another view uf this question. While 
allowing every weight to the facts brought 
forward by Mr. Marvin, and conceding their 
great importance and his thorough knowledge 
of the subject on which he writes, I wish to 
state my reasons for not considering the threat- 
ened danger to the American oil trade so im- 
minent as Mr. Marvin does, althoughI am far 
from saying there is no danger, and I desire to 
point out the steps which should be taken to 
avert or modify the evil eff: cts of Russian com- 
petition in the Indian trace. 

I will commence by stating what opportuni- 
ties I have had for forming an opinion on the 
Russiun oil trade. I first visited Baku, on the 
Caspian Sea, the headquarters of that trade, in 
June, 1866, nearly twenty-one years ago, and 
became much interested in the sul ject of Rus- 
sian petroleum, the trade in which was then 
comparatively in its infancy. The quantity of 
crude oil produced in 1865, the year completed 
previous to my visit, was only 554,201 poods, 
which at five gallons to the pood gives 2,771,455 
gallons, and the quantity of refined oil export- 
ed in 1865 only amounted to 100,000 poods. 
Since my first visit in 1866 I have visited Baku 


sight times, my aiar xt that place having 


varied from a few days to a fortnight, 
and Jast year I remaired nearly a month 
at Baku itself, besides spending another fort- 
night in visiting other places in Russia where 
petroleum existed in small or large quantities. 
On this last occasion I went there as the dele- 
gate of the London Chamber of Commerce 
andthe Petroloum Association to represent 
those bodies at a petroleum conference assem- 
bled by the Russian Government. [ was also 
to report to the above mentioned bodies on the 
Russian petroleum districts near the Black Sea 
Coast, and my report was published in the eup- 
plement ot the journal of the London Chamber 
of Commerce for November, 1286. 

The quantity of petroleum produced in the 
neighborhood of Baku is very great indeed, I 
have not as yet received the figures for the 
whole year 1483, but the quantity for 1885 was 
103,000,600 poods. A pood is 36 pounds, and a 
pood of petroleum of the specific gravity or- 
dinarily obtained at Baku almost equa!'s five 
gallons. The quantity obtained in 1885 is 
therefore nearly equal to 515,000,000, gallons 
and if fresh boring were made the output could 
be very largely increased, In fact the supply 
is only limited by thedemand. Undcr these 
circumstances, and considering the extremely 
low price ruling on thespot for crude oil, it 
would at first sight appear as if Russian oi! was 
likely within a short period toabsorb the whole 
oil trade of the Eastern Hemisphere, but certain 
difficulties stand inthe way of the export of 
Baku oil which renders this result most un- 
likely. Tbese difficults are partly physical, but 
a'so in a great measure depend upon the natnre 
of the government, and they cau only 
be surmounted by slow degrees even though 
the Russian Government has shown itself 
most willing to foster the petroleum industry. 


DIFFICULTIES RUSSIAN OIL HAS TO CONTEND 
AGAINST. 

If in America an equal quantity of oil was 
found at any one spot to that produced at Baku 
annually, many pipe lines and probably several 
lines of railway would within a very short pe- 
riod be constructed to it, but that is impossible 
in Russia. A railway can only be made by the 
siate or under state guarantee, and a pipe line 
from Baku to the Black gea could also only be 
laid by express permission of the state and 
under very stringent conditions. The refusal 
of the offer made by the Rothschilds, who were 
ready to lay down a pipe line from the Caspian 
to the Black sea and applied for the necessary 
concession to de so, is an instance of these dif- 
ficulties. The refusal was based on the fact 
that they were refiners and interested in the 
petroleum trade. In America or England it 
would be thought that persons interested in 
the trade were those best fitted to complete 
and worka pipeline. In Russ'a it was argued 
that such persons would unduly favor their 
own firm and friende, as probably they would 
have done. In America the othcr great firms 
would have laid down a pipe line of their own 
ifthe first line did not serve them well, and 
there would have been two pipe linea instead 
of one, but that cannot be done in Russia, I 
only give this as an instance of the difficulties 
which must arise in a country where all trade 
is regulated and interfered with by the state, 
cven when the government is most anxious to 
do that which is right. Sate interference, 
however wel! intentioned, only hampers and 
hinders trade. The pipe line from Baku to the 
Black sea will of course be laid, but it must 
take I believe, at the least three years from the 
present time before it is ready, and until there 
are two pipe lines, one for crude oil and one 
for illuminating oil, I do not think tho busri- 
ness will be really effectually accomplished. 

A slight sketch of the steps taken by the govy- 
erument regarding petroleum since the acquis- 
sition of Baku by Russiain the early part of 
the present century will illustrate the difficul- 
ties that industry hes had to contend with. Un- 
til 1872 the right of exporting petroleum was a 
monopoly granted by the state to certain indi- 
viduals. After that system, which rendered all 
trade difficult, was abolished, an exc’se duty 
was levied which was only done away with in 
1877. Since that time the Baku pecroie::m trade 
has been free from tax, but there is still a strict 
monopoly maintained over some of the best 
petroleum lands near the Black Sea Coast, a 
French company having obtained the exclusiv» 
right to bore for and use all petroleum found 
over an area of 1,500,000 acres for twelve years 
from 1879, and it is not at all certain that even 
on the expiration of their lease the trade will 
be freed. 

At the conference I attended last year at 
Baku one of the questions discussed by ordcr 
of the Government was the possibility of levy- 
ing an excise duty, or tax, on crude oil or pro- 
ducts derived therefrom. Extraordinary as it 
may appear it was stated that some of tho 
larger firms of refiners had actually proposed 
to the Government that an excite duty of 5 
copecks a pood should be levied on all illumin- 
ating oil. The ot jectof this, as explained to 
me by some of the ablest people engaged in the 
trade was, thatif an excise duty so high as5 
copecks, which represented at the monent 
about 40 per cent of th»seiling price of i:lu- 
minating oll were] vied, and this duty had to 
be paid before the 011 could be marketed, al! 
tho smaller refiners would te ruined and only 
those having a large capital could carry on tho 
business. This proposal was negatived by the 
conference and no tax has been imposed, but 
the fear of its being levied remaine, and within 
the lest few menths there was a rumor that it 


was about to be imposed, and the rumor proved 





untrue; it is always possible that when the 
state is pressed for money such an excise duty 
may be levied, though I feel certain it will orly 
be doneat a time of very great pecuniary pres- 
sure, 


All these circumstances have prevented the 


investment of much foreign capital in the Baku 
oll trade, and though the firms of Rothschild 
and the Nobel Company are exceptions, they 
are hampered by the surrounding circum- 
stances in their ¢ffort; toenlarge tho trade, and 
can not extend it by any means in so great a 
degree as they could fn any other land. Beforo 
proceeding further I must explain the value of 
Russian money. 
which is the currency in use in that Empire, 


A Russian paper rouble, 


when exchanged for foreign money is worth, 


according to the exchanze of the day, from 41 
to 50 cents, and a copeck is the hundrodth part 
ofaroub'c. The rouble may be reckoned as 
ordinarily worth about 60 cents, which would 
make the value of the copeck a cent. 


A difficulty which the Russian oil trade has 
to contend with, and from which the Ameri- 


can Is free, is the fear of warin Europe. Hap- 
pily for the moment the prospect of peaco 
seems assured, but if there were war in which 


Russia was engaged the Baku trade would be 
most seriously interfered with, while compli- 
cations in Europe would not at all affect the 
American trade. 


T will now speak of the special difficulties 
that Russian exporters have to contend with 
in placing their oil on the Indian or any East- 
ern market, and though I agree with Mr. Mar- 
vinthat thess have in a measure been over- 
come, it will I consider be difficult to rlace 
such a quantity of Russian oil on the Indian 
market as very seriously to threaten the pos'- 
tion the Atierican rt present holds there, 
though no doubt prices will be lowered by the 
competition of Russian oi]. At the prescnt 
moment there are only two routes by which 
petroleum products can be exported from 
Baku; either by the Caspian Sea and the Volga 
river or by the railroad from Baku on the Ce- 
pian Sea to Batoum on the Black Sca. The 
navigation of the Volga river and tho north’ rn 
portion of the Caspian Sea where that river 
fallsinto it, is stopped by ice for at least .5 
months of the year, leaving only the railroad 
to the Black Sea available fcr th> trans- 
port of petroleum producte, Also even if tho 
Volga route were always open it could not be 
utilized for the transport of oil to tho East, but 
only to Europe and 8.beria. We will now con- 
sider the question of oll transport by the rail- 
road. It is only asin le line, and between Baku 
and Tiflis, the capital of the trans-Caucasus 
province of Russia, passes over a level country. 
Between Tiflis and Batoum the line crosses a 
rango of mountains with a very sharp gracient 
indeed, so much s0,that from the station at 
Michaelova, from which the train ascends to 
the Suram Pass, whic’ is the most dificult part 
of the whole line, passenger trains which aro 
light, as the number of passengers 1s compara- 
tively emall, are only allowed to take ovcra 
train cf e!x cars,and to enablo even theso to 
surmount the Passit is neceesary to put ontwo 
Fairlie or doublo engines to gct th's ema?l tr.in 
of cars over, Ido nct know how many tank 
cars could be brought over at a timo, but on'y 
a comparatively small number can be trought 
overeach trip. As the line is singloon'ya 
limited number cf trairs can be run eaeh way 
in the course of 24 hours, 

Mr. Marvin at page 19 of his work, “The Com- 
ing Deluge of Petroleum,” speaking of tho 
quantity that could be carried over the Suram 
Pass says, *’To reach the limits imposed by tho 
clogging inthe Suram Pass the traffic must 
amount yearly to over 18 m{-licn poods or up- 
wards of 8) mill'ons of gallons.” I accept this 
figure of about 89 millions as representing the 
utmost possible carrying capacity of the rall- 
way in one year until a tunnel through the 
Pass be constrncted. I believe it to bea fir 
cnd correct estimate of the carrying capacity 
of the line if a largeamount of tack cars and 
locomotives were provided, though it is in ex- 
cess of anything yet attempted. 

At rage 18 of the* Coming Deluge of Rue- 
sian Petroleum” Mr. Marvin gives 45}4 million 
gallons of petroleum products a3 the total ex- 
ports from Bakualong the Batoum railway in 
1885. Hestatessome of this was atsorbed by 
Tifligand othcr towns on the route, the total 
exports from Batoum being about two-thirds 
of thisamount. Th's would givea little over 
thirty million galiors as exported from Ba- 
toum, part of this wert to Russia and part to 
forcign countries. Hoaleo states on the samo 
pago that the Russian Finance Minister inti- 
mates that the export of oil products from 
Batoum to Ruszia and a!road for 1586 promices 
to be double that of 1835. In all this I perfect!y 
agree. Ifthis estimate has not becn real’zcd it 
will have only been caused, I b-lieve, by a 
want of rolling stock on the railway to carry 
the quantities that aro ready forexport. No o/l 
was, so far as I can discover, exported to India 
in 1838 from Batoum. I am sorry I have not 
yet received the actual figures of total exports 
from Batoum for 1/86, but If the expectations 
of tho Finance Minister are realizcd moro than 
(0 millions of gallons will have been exported 
thence. Thus approachiag within 28 mijl‘ion 
gallous of the amount estimated by Mr. Var- 
vin as tho extreme carrying capaci:yof the 
railway in iis present state. This estimate of 
cerrying capacity would necessitate, I con- 
sider,a very full supply of tank oars and en- 
gines, and though the number of these bas 
been increased very considerably I~ doyb} 
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whether there are at present sufficient to carry 
so large a quantity as 80 million gallons. A 
certain number of tank cars and engines would 
aiso be required for tLe carriage of the 15 mil- 
lion gallons of petroleum products which are 
mentioned by Mr. Marvin as absorbed by Tiflis 
and other towns on the line. 

The construction of a tunnel to turn the 
Suram Pass has been sanctioned by the Gov- 
ernment, This tunnel will be a little more than 
2% miles in length, and with the construc‘ion 
of about 8% miles of new railway necessitated 
by adopti.g the tunnel route it is estimated 
to cost £1 060,000. A sumcf one million rou- 
bles was allowed by the Government to be ex- 
pended in 1886 on this work, but certain diffi- 
culties arosc in consequence of the hardness 
of the rock and other causes, and not much 
has been done on that work, and it is unlikely 
that the tunnel will be finished for several 
years at least, 

Ihave thus shown that until a tunnel or pipe 
line is made only something like 80 million gal- 
lons of petroleum products can be shipped at 
Batoum, that Europe takes or is ready 10 take 
60 million gallons of this supply, leaving only 
some 20 million gallons availabio for export to 
India or other Eastern countries, Of this 
quantity a portion will be required in 1£87 to 

” gupply the increased demand which arises each 
year In the Eastern Mediterranean,and another 
portion will probably be required for Egypt. 
These places being nearer to Russia, and 
already more or less accustomed to the Rus- 
sian oil, will be first supplied before a distant 
market like India issupplied. If we allow ata 
very moderate computation that 10 million of 
gallons extra of oil wili be necessary to meet 
these requirements in 1887, then 70 millions of 
the possible 80 million gallons will have been 
absorbed, leaving only about 10 million gallons 
available for India and the far East, but asit 
appears that the export of American oil in 1886 
to Asia and Oceanica was more than 134 million 
gallons this corcpetition of say 10 million, or at 
the outside 12 million gallons, cannot very seri- 
ously affect this trade, though as I stated be- 
fore, it may somewhat lowor prices in the East. 


THE PEPROFSK NOVO RASSISK LINE OF RAIL- 
way, 

For a long time the Russian Government 
have had in contemplation the construction of 
a line of railway from the Petrofsk, on the 
Caspian Sea, a littlo north of Baku, to Novo- 
Rassisk, on the Black Sea, and a portion of this 
line has actually been coustructed, namely, the 
portion connecting the Rostov Viadikafkaz 
line with the small town of Krimski, about 20 
miles from Novo-Rassisk. I visited this rail- 
way last year. As far as Krimaki, the earth- 
work was finished and the line al:ost ready to 
open, and upto this point the line ig an easy 
one built, overa tolerably level country, but 
in the 20 miles between Krimeski and the sea at 
Novo-Ragsiek there is a mountain range to be 
crossed and a difficult tunnel will require to be 
made which the engineers on the spot, I was 
Informed, considered would take two years in 
construction. No appropriation of funds were 
made in 1886, I was informed, for this tunnel, 
andIdonotthink it has as yet been com- 
menced. ; 

The portion of the line between Viadikafkaz 
and Petrofek also, though sanctioned, has I 
belleve not actually been commenced upcn‘ 
and | was informed by a friend who traveled 
over the country over which this portion of 
the lino is to be constructed, that a very large 
number of bridges will bave to be built on it 
in consequence of the number of small streams 
which come down from the Caucasus mount- 
ains ip the spring when the snows are melting 
and impede the passage of travelers and traffic. 
I do not from the information I was able to 
gather, think the Petrofsk Novo-Rassisk line 
will be open in less than four years from the 
present time eyen if the necessary funds are 
furnished. This line 1s a most important ore 
for the petroleum traffic, and when finished 
will afford a great outlet for Baku oil, but at 
present all available funds are spent in press- 
ing on tie Central Asian railroad, so other 
lines are rather starved. 

The thanks of the American oil trade are I 
consider, due to Mr. Marvin for sounding the 
note of warning as to Russian competition in 
the ecst, and though I have I believe, conclu- 
sively shown that the danger is not immediate, 
I agree that within three or four years the 
competition will become severe, and onthe 
steps taken by Americans during that period 
to secure their markets in the east will depead 
the success of the struggle. I should. like -in- 
another article to write on the subject of whst 
I consider those steps should be.—American 
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American Me.aods and Improvements 
in the Manufacture of Artificial 
Butter. 


BY DR. C. A. DOREMUS. . . 

In the winter of 1872-3 Prof. R. .Ogden Dore- 
aus was requested by Mr. Alfred Paraf to ex- 
amine his patented process for making butter 
from beef suet, and to give an opinion on the 
chemical principles involved. Experiments 
had-been made in the laboratory of the School 
of Mines, Columbia Coll ge, and Paraf was able 
to produce an excellent artificial butter. Efforts 
were next made to organize a company to ex- 
ploit the process, and to that end Paraf took an 
‘fice in the city and many gentlemen were 
sb .wn the manufacture on 9 small scale, and - 





thereby induced to take a monetery interest in 
the Oleomargarine Company. 

In tho spring of 1873, in company with my 
brother, Mr. T.C. Doremus, I met M. Mege 
Mouries in Paris, and we negotiated for the 
right to manufacture butter under his patent 
in America, After contracts were signed we 
were permitted t» visit the Paris factories. 
Bu.... was not manufactured on a very large 
scale. Most of the product was sold as cook- 
ing grease, *“‘graisse de menage,” a substitute 
for lard, though it had the appearance of but- 
ter. Much was also put in the form of pats and 
sold ag artificial butter. M. Mege and many 
certificates from high authorities concerning 
the healthfulness of the product, and the in- 
vention was considered of great importance, 
furnishing as it did a cheap wholesome article 
of food. 

The process, as carried on in Paris, consisted 
in separating the fat from the membrane at a 
low temperaturc. The melted fat was allowed 
to crystallize by slow cooling. The mass was 
then subjected to pressure, the oleo oil being 
thus separated from the stearine which re- 
maiced in the cloths. 

The oil was churned either with water or 
milk. Mege deemed the use of mammary pep- 
sin, obtained by the use of the udder of the 
cow, advantageous. The butter was worked 
by being repeatedly passed between grooved 
wooden rollers. The first pair of these had 
large, the second fine longitudinal grooves, 


A-sample of artificial butter from New York 
was bettcr than that manutactured in Paris, 
Butter color was used to impart a yellow hue, 
both in Paris and New York. 

M. Mege had sold the right to use his patent 
in Austria, and was making other negotiations, 
My impression is, however, that the European 
rights have never yieljed him a large income, 
and that no factories have been built of the 
size of those afterwards erected in this coun- 
try. Factories now exist in Germany, but I 
have no statlisties concerning them. 

On our return to New York the troublous 
times of 1873, and the discovery that Mr. Paraf 
was notan inventor, but that he had filched 
his knowledge of making artificial butter from 
descriptions of Mege’s process, and possibly 
from the publications of the British patent 
office, led to the reorganization of the oleo- 
margarine company under the title of the 
United States Dairy Company, and the pur- 
chase by the latter of the Mege patent. 

The manufacture of buttcr was continued by 
this company under the presidency of H, A. 
Mott, Esq., at a small inconvenient factory in 
Brooklyn, Dr. H. A. Mott, Jr., was fora time 
chemist of the company, and I succeeded 
him. The factory was conducted mainly for 
the purpose of exhibiting the process to par- 
ties negotiating for state rights or local li- 
censes. It was too smallto be run profitably 
and too inconvenient. The rooms were not 
capable of being maintained at proper temper- 
atures, and the machinery was not of the best 
description. Asa consequence, while most of 
the butter made was sold at a good price, other 
lots were of poor quality and brought little. I 
know of several persons who purchased from 
the factory for home consumption. About 
this time infringers began to treat large quan- 
tities of fat, andto manufacture oleo oil and 
butter. I was informed at that time that large 
orders were filled to supply oil to manufac- 
turers of cheese. The factory in Brooklyn was 
at length discontinued, and subsequently the 
manufacture in New York was conducted by 
the Commercial Manufacturing Company un- 
der license from the United States Dairy Com- 
pany. From that time I have only had an in- 
direct interest in the manufacture, 

Dr, H. A. Mott—Respecting the Paraf patent, 
I would state that M. Paraf read a description 
of the Mege process for the manu- 
facture of artificial buttec in the 
Moniteur Scientific, and after exclaiming 
in the presence of some friends that the pro- 
cess wan of great value he immediately drafted 
specifications foran American patent for the 
manufacture of oleomargarine, Paraf being 
the first to name the product oleomargarine, 
on the assumed basis that the product con- 
tained a fat called margarine. After securing 
a patent,a company was immediately organ- 
ized, Paraf never produced any butter which 
was free from grain or crystallization, and 
consequently thirty or forty thousand pounds 
of his product remained on his hands and was 
finally sold for soap fat. 

I met Paraf in Dr, Chandler’s laboratory one 
afternoon and spoke to him about preventing 
crystallization. He said, That is just what we 
are working at and it is the most important 
factor undiscovered. I procured some of his 
product, and after melting it allowed it to run 
out on broken {ce which was kept in agitation; 
the result was a product possessing the velvet 
smoothness of butter and free from grain or 
crystallization. I then produced 40 tubs of 
oleomargarine butter free from grain by using 
snow instead of ice. This was a discovery, 
simple as it was, that made oleomargarine but- 
ter a commercial success. My process was 
afterwards adopted by all manufacturers. 

Dr. Wm. K. Newton—Very littleof the orig- 
inal oleomargarine isnow made, That wasa 
combination of beef fat, a little milk and salt. 

The )naterial now made, in nearly all cases, 
is a mixture of beef fat, Jard, cottonseed oil 
or sesame oil, milk, coloring matter aud salt. 
D fferent manufacturers vary the proportions 
of these ingredients, The western makers also 












mix butter with the oleomargarine; some con- 
tains as high as 30 per cent of butter and com- 
mand3 a very high price, from 20 cents to 25 
cents a pound at wholesale 


The great tendency now is to use as much 
lard as possible, 

The Eastern makers buy the maherials at 
second or third hands, while most of the Weat- 
ern factories are connected with large stock 
yards, abattoirs, slaughter houses and packing 
establishments. 

W.K. Newton.—Probably 75 per cent, and 
certa'nly 60 per cent, of all the “oleo oil” or 
clarified beef fat is exported; by far the greater 
quantity goes to Holland where it is made into 
artificial butter. There are 160 factories in 
Holland alon® where artificial butter is made. 

Very little imitation butter is now exported 
from this country. 

The reports just received from the U. §. 
Treasury Department show that between the 
lst and 30th of November, 1886, over five mil- 
lions of pounds of oleomargarine were in stock 
at the factories and retail stores in the coun- 
try. 

There were on December Ist, 1886, 34 manu- 
tacturers, 204 wholesale dealers and 2,400 retail 
dealers who had paid license fecs. It is proba- 
ble that the latter will be doubled in a month. 

H. A. Mott.—The Commercial Manufacturing 
Company was compelled to stop man- 
ufacturing some two years ago, on ac- 
count of the _ slaughterers of cattle 
using the fat themselves in the manu- 
facture of oleomargarine. The Commercial 
Company, however, during the last year of 
thcir business, manufactured 50,000 lbs. of 
oleomargarine butter per day besides pro- 
ducing tons of oleomargarine for export. 

To prodnce the 50,000 lbs. of butter, 122,000 
lbs, of fat was utilized and from which was ob- 


tained:

The number of cattle slaughtered in New 
York city at that time was 624,000 per annum, 
yielding 69,888,000 lbs. of fat; the conversion of 
this fat into oleomargarine instead of into tal- 
low would have yielded a profit to the com- 
merve of New York of $3,377,391. 

The pcssible production of oleomargarine oil 
at that time in the United States was 297,537,000 
lbs., which, if converted into butter, would 
yield 357,044,400 lbs. 

If this fat were converted into tallow its 
value would be $37,705,821.91. 

If converted into oleomargarine $78,884,399.06. 

This industry would then compare favorably

SANITARY CONSIDERATIONS. 

C. A. Doremus—During the period referred 
to’ in my previous remarks, and at several 
times since, I have had occasioa to visit both 
the establishments. manufacturing uncer the 
Mege patent and others, so-called infringers, 
and have witnessed both the preparation of oil 
and the manufacture of butter from it. In all 
these experiences, however, I have never seen 
any fat other than pure, fresh beef fat used in 
the manufacture of artificial butter, with the 
exception of a small quantity of pure butter 
added to give flavor. Generally milk or but- 
termilk was employed in churning and a flavor 
thus imparted. Butter color was used, even in 
Paris, to heighten the slight, natural yellow 
tint of churned oleomargarine. I ath credit- 
ably informed that recently a specially pre- 
pared lard is sometimes added to impart 
smoothness and counteract the tendency of 
the artificial butter to become “grainy.” 

Not only were pure materials used in the 
manufacture, but the greatest cleanliness was 
always observed, and the fat was repeaiediy 
washed before use and all utensils kept scrup- 
ulously clean and free from odor, 

While it is possible that infringers have been 
led to admix other fats or oils to oleomarga- 
rine in the manufacture of butter, I douht 
very much if impure materials can be used 
successfully, since very little rancid fat or oil 
would depreciate the value of a large quantity 
of good fat if mixed with it in making butter. 
Iam aware of large quantities of fat purport- 
ing to be low grade of butter, the produce of 
the dairy, being sold in this city after being re- 
worked and cleansed and the rancidity re- 
moved, 



































1 have seen many samples of poor oleomar- 
garine butter and dairy butter. The worst that 
cou!d be said of the former was that it was tal- 
lowy or possessed a “‘grain,’”’ while the dairy 
butter was rancid, full of streaks of different 
color, not infrequently containing vermin 
from the cattle, and that of the very lowest 
grades was altogether most wretched. 

It is« xceptional for artificial butter to be- 
come rancid, This has been my experience 
after using much of it in the household for 
cooking purposes, and many friends have had 
a similar experience after giving the article a 
thorough trial. 

During the past summer I had occasion to 
vicit the laboratories of the Imperial Board of 
Hcalth at Berlin. In conversation with Prof. 
Sell, I was surprised to hear of the effect pro- 
duced in Germany by the newspaper articles 
written in this country and giving most extra- 
ordinary statements concerning several of the 
most important Amerivan industries, espec- 
ially those where the products serve as food, I 
took occasion to suggest that too great cred- 
ence should not be given to newspaper articles, 
as the information they conveyed was not al- 
waysrcliable. It seems to me that the Ameri- 
can press is to blame for much of the disrepute 
into which certain of our commodities have 
fallen abroad. 

In regard to the coloring of oleomargarine, 
it may be said that the American mind is pre- 
judiced in favor of a yellow color either in 
butter or any substitute forit. It has become 
a second nature to regard any white fat as 
lard. I am firmly of the belief that arample 
of oleomargarine, though sold as such, would 
bring a better price if colored than the same 
article uncolored, while the reverse would hold 
of colored lard. Most of our dairy butter is of 
higher color than that used in Europe, and, to 
meet the taste of our people, the dairyman 
either feeds his cows carrots or colors the but- 
ter. If butteris melted at the same tempera- 
ture as that used to extract oleomargarine and 
then churned its color becomes lighter. Melted 
butter and oleo oil are very nearly the same 
color. 

R. W. Moore—Statements have frequently 
been mado by persons and newspapers, that 
the ordinary butter of commerce was, to a 
large extent, adulterated by proprietors of the 
dairy and creamery, by the admixture of oleo- 
margarine oil, cottonseed oil and other foreign 
fats. At one time during 1886 these statements 
were very widely and persistently circulated, 
to such an extent, in fact, that the dairy com- 
missioner instituted a thorough inspection of 
all (he creameries in Orange and Sullivan coun- 
ties witha view of ascertaining the truth or 
falsity of these statements. A number of 
creameries were inspected, the inspection cov- 
ering but three days, and the samples taken, 
thirty-four in number, were submitted to me 
for analysis. In no case were results obtained 
which would justify even a suspicion that the 
samples in question were not pure butter. The 
soluble fatty acids varied from 5 to 8 per cent. 

Up to this time no positively noxious ingrc- 
dients have been detected in artificial butter, 
and the statements regarding the use of min- 
eral substances. dyestuffs or metallic admix- 
tures must be regarded as unproven. The col- 
oring matters used are vegetable in origin and 
harmless in character. The cage of most col- 
ors for oleomargarine is annatto, which can be 
detected by Martin’s test which is founded on 
the fact that annatto is freely soluble in a di- 
lute solution of caustic alkali. The fat is dis- 
solved in bisulphide of carbon and an aqueous 
solution of caustic alkali is added in a very 
dilute form. The color will be extracted from 
the fat and will appear in the aqueous 
layer whence it can be drawn off ard 
further examined. Owing to tho fact that 
caustic alkalies produce a yellow coloration 
with bisulphide of carbon, the use of chloro- 
form as a solvent is preferabie. If bisulphide 
of carbon is used it must previously be purified 
by agitation with caustic alkali and redistilla- 
tion. It is also advisable to carry the test to 
the end by evaporating the aqueous solution 
nearly to dryness and testing with sulphuric 
acid for a blue color showing annatto. The 
liability to error, with the use of carbon bi- 
sulphide in practiced hands,is extremely small 
and results are obtained much more rapidly 
in this way. 

H. A. Mott—Michel and the Chicago micro- 
scopist obtained a)l sorts of distorted bodies ty 
pressing the cover so hard upon the fat glo- 
bules; they condemned the crystals of fat 
which are cettainly as pure as crystals o 
water. 

The Chicago observer allowed the butter to 
melt and examined the water from it after it 
had stood for several days and naturally ob- 
tained the samo organisms as would be ob- 
tained by allowing water to remain exposed to 
theair before examining the same. His re- 
sults were manufactured, false and cf no 
scientific value, 

The oleomargarine manufacturers melt the 
fat of hogs at 100 deg to 108 deg F. and obtain 
an oleomargarine lard so to speak which is as 
different from ordinary lard as oleomargarino 
isfrom tallow. It therefore should not be 
called lard, as ordinary lard could not be used 
from the fact that it possesses an odor derived 
fromthe scorching of the membrane. 

Cottonseed oil is used by some manufactur- 
ers, but if ordinary butter is added also th» ar- 
tificial butter produced will become rancid in 
24 to 48 hours.—Journal American , Medical

White Lead, Zinc Etc. 

The pig lead market has been steadily gain- 
ing strength during the past week, and reports 
from all the centers are of a more encouraging 
nature than for some time past. Inthe spot 
market there has been considerable activity, 
though the purchases seem to have been 
largely for speculative account, the prices paid 
ranging from 4 30c to 4 45c according to quan- 
tity, seller and position, The sales on the 
Metal Exchange amount to about 600 tons, the 
principal buyer being a former bear. At 
the close 4 50c was asked for common and 4 55c 
for refined. Messrs. Everett & Post, writing 
from Chicago under date of the 14th inst., say ; 
“This market has sympathized with New York 
and 8t. Louis. Values have risen rapidly under 
sales of some 600 tons from 4 15@420c. At the 
close market may be quoted 4 25@4 30c, with 
but little lead offering. In the St. Louis mar- 
ket buying has been confined principally to 
outsiders to cover short sales (it is rumored,) 
At all events consumers have not come to the 
front yet, preferring to await developments. 
Sales foot up some 600 tons at from 4 10@4 20c, 
principally common lead.” 

The white lead market shows no change. 
Corroders report a good demand and the job- 
bers are fairly busy but there is no rush of or- 
ders buyers being largely supplied by deliver- 
ies on contract. Regarding prices there is 
nothing new to be said. The nominal quota- 
tion is 585c but sales are making at 5 79@5 80c 
for city brands and out of town lead is offered 
at 534c and hassold in some instances at even 
less. 

American Oxide of Zinc.—Outside of the fact 
that a fair jobbing trade has existed during tho 
past week, nothing has developed itself in the 
market on thisarticle, and it remains practical- 
ly the same as reported by us in our last issue. 
Sales have been made atour previous quota- 
tions entirely, and they continue to rule and 
are as follows: Domestic at 4@4}¢c as to qual- 
ity: French zincs at 65gc for dry Antwerp red 
seal in bbs of 22044 lbs, and 7igc for dry Paris 
green seal. Discountson French are as fol- 
lows: To buyers of 10-bbl lots of one or assort- 
ed grades | per cent, 20 bbls 2 per cent, and 50 
bbls 4 per cent. No discount is allowed on less 
than 10-bbl lots, ank discounts include broker- 
age.

REDS. 

English Venetian Reds.—A further increase 
is noticeablele in the demand in the paint mar- 
ket, though the business done has been of rath- 
er an unsatisfactory character owing to the 
low prices ruling on various articles in these 
lines. This is to be regretted as some articles 
are certainly very low, and are being sold at 
cost or at a slight advance, but better prices 
are looked for ata time not far distant. The 
market has met with aslight set back, however. 
by the news of the strikes at Chicago, but it is 

o be hoped that these will be settled at an ear- 
ly.date. English Venetian reds have felt the 
slight increase in the demand and have met 
with very fair sale. No change can be noted 
in quotations and they continue as follows: 
$1 45@1 50 for special brands in round lots, and 
$1 46@1 50 for small parcels, according to make. 
Domestics are experiencing a fair demand and 
the sales consist entirely of jobbing packages 
Our previous quotations s'ill rule and are 
90c@$1 05, as to place of delivery and quantity. 

Quicksilver Vermilion,—A strong effort is 
being made to form a combination on this ar- 
ticle to advance the price, but through the re- 
fusal of one manufacturer to join the poo): 
nothing can be done, and as a consequence the 
marketis in a demoralized state. Buyers have 
refused to purchasein large lots, and the busi- 
ness has consisted of trading in parcels for ac- 
tual wants. Special brands of rede are taking 
precedence over quicksilver and if the present 
state of affairs continues, it bids fair to be sub- 
stituted by these brands, In the general market 
our quotations of last week still rule, and are 
48}4@50c for round lots according to make and 
quantity 49}4@5lc in bags and 51@52c in'smaller 
parcels, A fair jobbing trade has existed in ar- 
tificial vermilion, and values continue steady. 
We continue to quote 18@25c for high grades, 
and 7@15c for medium and law grades as to 
quantity and make. 

Cobalt oxide.—The market has been a little 
more active in this article, and a slight increase 
in the demand has been noted. The bulk of 
the stocks continue to be used by those who 
are covered by contracts.

Buyers of linseed oil have to pay more money 
for the product,an advance of lc per gallon 
having occurred on all brands of city and 
Western iast faturday. The former is now 
held at 43c and the latter 4ic. The stronger 
feeling has been gathering for about a week; 
increased business, the higher seed market and 
the firmer tone which characterized sales of 
Western oil in this market, influenced city 
crushers to make the change, and the example 
was immediately followed by receivers of out- 
of-town oil who positively decline to shade 
4lo for liberal orders. Stili better results are 
expected, provided the seed market maintains 
the important advance in price now ruling in 
Chicago. Western crushers are evidently de- 
termined to realize more momey for their pro- 
duct, as they are demanding higher prices and 
their views about the near future are rather 
elevated. City crushers are allowing the fu- 
ture to take care of itself, 

The cotton oil market is chiefly character- 
ized by the scarcity of choice oil. Holders of 
the balance of the stock are releasing it spar- 
ingly and ask full figures. It is questionable 
if sufficient stock is available to supply the 
trade during the summer. Prime crude is 
held at 33c and lower grades at 30c, but we 
hear of no important business. What little is 
obtainable at New Orleans is held firmly at 30c 
for prim». As will be seen by reference to our 
correspondence column, the annual conven- 
tion of crushers will be held at Nashville on 
Tuesday, May 24th, and a telegram received to- 
night from the secretary, definitely fixes that 
date as the time of meeting. The gathering 
will no doubt excite considerable. interest, ow- 
ing to the great change in the industry since 
the last convention. The exception to the 
suit against the Trust in New Orleans has been 
dismissed, and the ease will come up on 
its merite. Concerning the coming crop we 
learn that the proportion of cotton already 
planted amounts to more than four-fifths the 
proposed area, and is slightly greater than at 
the same date in any of the preceding five 
years, but isa little less than the proportion 
retu.ned as the average planting at that date. 
There issome complaint of slow germination 
and a poor stand on account of the drought at 
the time of planting in some sections, but with 
favorable weather replanting is rapidly filling 
all gaps. 

Refined cotton oil is taken sparingly aid 
medium grades are offered freely, but prime or 
choice oil is in limited supply and well concen- 
trated. Summer yellow of prime quality is not 
selling under 39c and for lots of 50 bbis 40c is 
realized, which is the price of white summer. 
Lower grades command 37@38c and are diffi- 
cultto move. The domestic trade is repre- 
sented by most traders as stagnant, but there 
isa good inquiry for export, especially from 
the Meditteranean. Firmer prices are expect- 
edtorule during the summer months when 
choice oil will be a scarce article on this market. 
Receipts of oil from the South are now larger 
than the demand. During the past six daysthe 
arrivals aggregated 2,301 bbis, against 1,734 
bbls the week previous, In a jobbing way 
considerable oil finds its way to consumers, 
and standing contracts are being filled daily, 
which are not noted in the weekly transactions, 
but fresh business on a large scale is lacking. 
Soap stock is yet a drug on the market and 
nominally quoted at 34c perlb. We are wired 
from New Orleans that prime summer yellow 
is quoted on a dull market at 36}¢c, but sup- 
plies are so light that holders are not con- 
cerned over the quiet feeling.

Ceylon cocoanut oil is in larger supply, 717 
tons having arrived by the Sunrise since our 
last. This stock is so well distributed, how- 
ever, that it ought to have no material effect 
upon values. Over 200 tons go direct into con- 
sumption, and the balance has been divided in- 
to several hands, partof which goes out of 
town, leaving not more than 200 tons upon the 
market. Holders are asking 534c ex vessel, and 
fh¥éc from store, but a bid of 65¢c would be ac- 
cepted for large quantities just arrived. The 
Southern Cross has also come in ahead of time 
with 300 tons of cochin oll. This lot changed 
hands on the way, and is controlled by four 
different parties. The market is quoted at 73c 
for important quantities on spot, or §8@8}4c in 
ajobbing way. Two other vessels are due in 
the latter part of August with additional sup- 
plies, and these are offering at 654@7c. White 
English oil is quoted at 55¢c to arrive, with 
Sige bid; no stock is kept on spot. Cocoanut 
oil from the Pacific coast is not attracting 
attention for the reason, we believe, that the 
limited supply has been exhausted, and 
the present low prices will hardly encourage 
additional shipments. Cuban oil is a scarce 
article and jobbing at 6c on spot. We hear of 
no important business in any of the lines, but 
there is more or less inquiry. The statistics 
on cocoanut oil in London May 1 were as fol- 
lows:

Oleo oil is referred to in our editorial col- 
umns, and some facts given relating to the sub- 
ject. Prices are unchanged. 

A further decline is to be noted ini crude 
sperm oil, asale of 340 bbls having been made 
for domestic use at 70c, which is Ic per gallon 
less than previously realized. Refined oil is 
barely steady at last week’s figures. The mar- 
ket is weak in sympathy with crude. Arrivals 
of crude during the week were 816 bbls, making 
in all 16,650 bbis. 

Considerable business bas been done in crude 
whale oi], amounting to 2,175 bbls of northern 
oil for manufacture at 32}¢c.

Menhaden fish oil attracts considerabie at- 
tention, but no business results. The fishing 
is watched with interest, as the season’s pro- 
duction depends a great deal on the yield of oil 
at the beginning, which is one of the barome- 
tersoftrade. The firat lot of new oil arrived 
during the week and amounts to 23 bbls. To 
make this quantity required a large number 
of fish, as every thousand fish yielded 
but one gallon of oil. This is considered a very 
poor commencement, as the yield is below pre- 
vious years; but the quality is good. Prices 
remain the same at the uniform rate of 22c for 
new oil. Holders of prime old also ask 22c, 
No business of any description is reported. 
There has been some export inquiry, but no 
sales, 

The shark oi] mentioned last week is not yet 
ready to be offered, and no price has been 
fixed. 

Elaine and saponified oils tre unchanged at 
30c per gallon for large quantities and 33c ina 
jobbing way. No additional business is re- 
ported, 


Mineral Oils. 

The export movement of lubricating oils de- 
pended so much upon the condition of the 
shale Oj] industry in Engiand and the markets 
there, that the following few lines from an 
English trade journal will be of interest us 
showing the tre state of affairs and confirm- 
ing what we have already stated in these 
columns: In the ;mineral; department of the 
Scotch oil trade, March 21, practically clores 
what ie known as the cil season, and the re- 
turns for the twelve mouths are thereafter 
brought before the public by each of the com- 
panies. So far, however, only three of the 
companies have announced their dividends 
and in each case the shareholders will suffer by, 
the long-continued depression in trade. The 
Broxburn, which since its formation has had 
hitherto an unbroken record of 25 per cent., 
has this year only been able to declare a divi- 
dend of 15 per cent.; the Burntisiand, which 
for last two years hae paid 20 per cent., has 
reached only balf of that figure; while the 
Caippens, which twelve months ago paid 734 
per eent., is unable this year to pay any divi- 
dend atall. When the leading and old-estab- 
lished companies are suffering so much, the 
more recently formed ones must find it diffi- 
cult to struggle through, says the paper re- 
ferred to. 

The paraffine o1l market is stronger and 
seems to be gaining ground each week. All 
manufacturers now quote a uniform price of 
8l¢c for 25 gravity, but this figure is shaded to 
special customers. We hear of no business 
under $}4c and it is very questionable if a shade 
under would move 1(00bbis. This grade is ac- 
tualiy scarce and manufacturers arein a pos- 
ition to dictate prices. Business is goOd and 
orders are still report-d to be ahead of the sup- 
ply. Under the circumstunces it has been re- 
marked as stranwe that the price has not been 
elevated to 10c. There is alsoa firmer feeling 
in 28 gravity which is generally held at 6}¢c,but 
6c will buy important quantities of some 
brands weare informed, although sellers are 
not quoting under 6}¢c. 

Neutral bluomless oils are in limited supply, 
and some manufacturers find it necessary to 
decline orders for immedia'e shipment on ac- 
count of having no supplies. Very little bleach- 
ing has been done so far this season, as the 
weather has pot permitted it. The demand, 
however, is not heavy and prices rule the 
same, although the situation wouid justify 
higher valucs. 

Cylinder stocks are in a good position, Full 
prices are realized on prime stocke, especially 
light filtered of high test, which is the popular 
grade. Dark filtered is meeting with more de- 
mand, and manufacturers with specialties in 
this line report a fair business at old prices. 
Dark steam refined has not improwed any in 
value or demand. 

Black reduced oils are in a state of uncer- 
tainty. Holders of summer oil have been ex- 
pecting to realize better prices and are parting 
with supplies sparingly at the market quota- 
tions of 5}4@6c, according to brand and quan- 
tity, until they see how the “eat is going to 
jump,” but there are no indic. tions that she 
will jump any higher inthe near future. An 
extra good grade of summer oil commands 
}gc, but it is dificult to get this figure. Job- 
bers generally know the market thoroughly 

nd use this knowledge to good effect when 
buying. Cold test grades are not ia demand 
except in a smell way occasionally, and hence 
are nominal in value. 





Oil Cake. 

Some holders of Western cake on spot still 
quote the former price of $23 75 per ton as the 
nominal value in absence of business, but it is 
claimed on the other hand that not more than 
$28 could be realized at the moment for out-of- 
town cake, and that supplies are offered to ar- 
rive at that. The weakness this time is at- 
tributed to the reduction in price on cake made 
in England, although the linseed oil market 
abroad has advanced. It is said that English 
crushers always put down the price of cake 


simultaneously with an advance in oil, in or- 
der 40 crowd out American oll cakes; they 
make up in oil what is lost on cake, The en- 
tire production of cake in this country has 
been almost worked off at all events, and Eng- 
lish markets have absorbed it, notwithstanding 
the competition. 


Wax, Candles, Lara, Tallow, Etc 

The parrafine wax market is steady at previ- 
ous quotations, and pressers are not disposed 
to shade prices on large quantities. They claim 
that the popular supposition that large sup- 
plies exist is a mistake, as many manufac- 
turers have little stock to fall back upon. This 
would indicate that orders were brish, but the 
fact is that considerable wax has been sent out 
of the country, and reguiar sbipmenits are still 
being made of crude. The latest sales for do- 
mestic use were at 4@4}¢c for 126@128 melting 
point. Refined wax is jobbing slowly at former 
prices. 

A higher lard market ruled late in the week 
with offerings !ighter and speculators{operating 
on the bull side, but values have not been in- 
fluenced upward to any important extent, and 
are really lower than this time last ‘week. 
Western steam bas sold at 7c now held at 7 (5c 
White city steam is rather more active at 6 80c. 
Refined lard is quoted at 7 25@7 75c. 

Lard stearine is firmer but not in demand, 
and nominal at 8@8c for choice city, Oleo 
stearine is held at 7c. 

Tallow is about + teady at 32éc asked, but only 
small lots are moving at 3 13-1¢c. 


Oll Seeas. 

Flaxseed teok a rapid jump on Wednesday to 
$110, with free bids at the advance, and while 
slightly easier figures were quoted on the two 
following days there was a further advance to 
$1 104g on Saturday for spot seed and $1 11 paid 
for June. Additional particulars of the mar- 
ket will be seen in our Chicago letter. 








Naval Stores. 

Spirits Turpentine—The week which closed 
on Saturday night was barren of startling fea- 
tures. The trading during the first part of the 
week was only moderate, and in fact this state 
of things continued until Saturday, when the 
demand increased; but buyers found a very 
light supply offering. The feeling during the 
week was steadier than the week previcus, the 
cause of this being that the advices from 


the South had a better tone. Buyers 
continued cautious and seemed wary 
about making purchases in large lots. 


At the end of the week a full stock was in the 
yards, but holders refused to shade pricer, and 
this was doubtless owing to the fact that the 
stock was pretty well concentrated. The market 
was more regular as the present week opezed, 
owing tothe rumor that most of the stock in 
the yards belonged to manufacturers, etc., who 
only drew supplies enough for daily require- 
ments, and that the stock in first hands was 
light. The market closed steady to-day witha 
fair business doing at 3544c. The New Eogiand 
Paint and Oil Club of Boston, at a recent 
meeting, passed resolutions pledging them- 
selves to use every effort to have turpen- 
tine sold by weight inst:ad of by measure. 

Rosin—Thbe busivess during the early part of 
the week was in a retail way, as fresh samples 
had not been opened. The market had a firm 
tendency throughout the entire week, advices 
from Wilmington being to the effect that 
prices for low grades had advanced 6c. Asthe 
week advanced the movement became freer, 
and a steady business at full rates was in- 
dulged in both in low and medium grades.

TUESDAY EVENING, May 17, 1887. 

The course of the market during the week 
under review has not proved a surprise to 
those who have watched the market closely 
during the past few months, and has shown 
the correctness of our remarks during the 
time when the higher prices prevailed, The 
course has been gradually downward to the 
range from which the markct started just 
prior to the last upward movement, there 
being nothing to sustain the higher prices, not 
even an increased interest on the part of out- 
side operators, who were expected to operate 
freely in consequence of the lower carrying 
charges. The statistical situation made a bear- 
ish showing, and the refined market has failed 
to sustain the speculative market, prices for 
both case and barrel oil being reduced during 
the past week. The final break was brought 
about by holders who had at length reluctantly 
accepted the fact that there was very little 
prospect of an advantage in holding, and their 
offerings precipitated the break. As usual, 
opinions are widely at variance as to the out- 
look for the immediate future, and there 
are not wanting those who pin their 
faith on a reaction, but these are in the 
minority while there are many who profess to 
believe a further decline is about to follow. 
The highest price of the week was 66c and 
was reached on Wednesday, while the lowest 
was accepted to-day, 62c, a difference of 4c. 
The opening price Jast Wednesday was 6634c 
aud the close this evening at 6244c shows a loss 
tor the week of 354c. The sales for the week 
foot up 9,995,000 bbls against 7,{16,000 bbis for 
the week proceding, which is » gain 2,979,000 
bbls. The clearances were 23,658,000 bbis, 
a@ gain of 3.281.000 bbls over the week proced- 
ing.

The month accordingly showed a falling off 
in quantity of mineral oils exported. This 
does not hold for the ten months ending Aprii 
30. The quantity exported for that season this 
year amounts to 470,658,578 galions, against 
468,247,922 gallons forthe same period in the 
preceding year, but the values of that exported 
during the ten months last past was only $37,- 
212,107, against $41,081,902 for the same period 
in the preceding year, 

In the Washington field the Guffey well, on 
the McManus farm, got through the producing 
sand on Wednesday last, but was producing 
only seven barrels per hour. The Happer well 
did not begin to show oil until the tools were 
over twenty feet in the sand. The Wade No. 
2, after settling down to a 30 bbis per hour rate 
tlowed steadily. The McKeown No. 16 got 
through the sand on Saturday, and proved a 
small producer. McKeown’s No. 16, which is 
on the north line of the Munce farm, was deep 
in the fifty foot sana but flowing rather light 
probably not much over 100 bb.s verday. The 
production of this field is about 8,000 bbis per 
day, which shows a& decrease, 

In the Reibold field on Wednesday last Black 
& Co.'s well,on the Staple farm, near Cailery 
Junction, was below the sand ievel but found 
nosand. The Preston & Huff well on the Gib- 
son farm ut Gibsonia, was 1,590 feet deep when 
last reported. The Marsle No, 9 showed in- 
crease with furiher drilling but quickly sub- 
sided to about 60 bbis per hour. Phbii- 
lips’ Galesbaugh No. 8 entered the sand 
on Thursday and soon after started off at a 90 
bbis per hour gait, but later settled down to 
about 565 bbisan hour. The Marberger wag in 
the hundred-foot rock on Thursday and began 
to show some Oil on Friday. The Burchfield 
No. 1, Behm, is making 55 bbls an hour and 
©.ast & Son No 1. Biakely, is making 60 bbisa 
day. Boyd& Co, No, 4, Hickey farm, is good 





for 25 bbis per day, and MoBride No. 6, on the 
C. Duffy farm is eight feet in the sand and 1,000 
feet of oilin the hole. It is good for 60 bbis. 
The production of this field is something over 
6,C00 bbls per day. 

Other well news is to the effect that the Solar 
No. %, onthe Morrow farm, Shannopin, is 
flowing steadily at the rate of 900 bbis per day. 
The Derrick reports that at Tiona J. L. McKin- 
ney & Co.,completed a well on lot 103 last Wed- 
nesday which beats the record. The well was 
commenced on May 2, and completed on May 
11, with 850 feet of casing; depth of hole, 1,260 
feet; contractor, I. N. Lukins; drillera, Joe 
Mackey and J. A. Smith; tool dressers, I. N. 
Likins and Tom Gettings. This is the fastest 
time made in this country—1,260 feet in nine 
days. At Tarkill, Dale Bros., onthe Kaufman 
farm, one mile southwest of Salem, tubed their 
No. 9, Saturday. The well for a short time 
produced at the rate of 100 bbis a day. They 
have No. 10 rig ready for the drill, on the same 
farm, J. B. Smithman, on the Button tract, 
southwest of Salem two miles, is down about 
400 feet with his last venture. The McKeever 
well,on the Thompson farm, 300 feet north- 
west of Hess & Sacket No. 1, got sand 
Friday. The Huff & Osborne well, 
in the big meadows, has finally turned out to 
be a four barrel well, which would seem to in- 
dicate a connection between the Tarkill belt 
and the Canning well, on the Blakely farm. 
Dufur & Co., on their Brough purchase, have 
arigupand are spudded in and shut down. 
Samuel Plumer, of Franklin, is getting ready 
to drill his initial well on his own property, 
located three qu, rters of a mile south of Sa- 
lina on road leading to Rockland. This is an 
important wellin this quarter of oildom, and 
Mr. Plumer thinks he can extend the old 
Egypt pool tothe s»utheast. T.ylor, Torry & 
Murphy are rigging up on the Heckathorn 
farm on the southwestern extension of the 
Tarkil) pool. Deitrich & Co. are moving their 
rig from their dry hole on the Wills farm, a 
half mile south on the Burns farm, and 1,200 
feet east of their No. 2 Burnes, which is now 
making six barrels a day. Heeter & Betts have 
purchased the Berten & Hvasly lease on the C. 
Rumbold farm and are building « rig for No. 2 
well 410 feet east of No. 1. 


Wednesday, May 11. 

The opening p ice this morning was 65340, 
showing increased strength, and soon the indi 
cator was made to read 66c under fair buying 
by those who appeared to have faith that the 
price could be kept well up in the middle six- 
ties. This was the turning point and the high - 
est for the day. Shortly after 1i o’clock a sharp 
decline set in less than half an hour the market 
had dropped below 65c. Foracouple of hours 
following the price was’ pretty steady at 4%@ 
647%c, wheaa further decline took place to 
64}¢c and then another halt until the last half 
hour of the session, during which the figures 
were forced down to 6334c, but stiffened at the 
end under the stimulus uf active buying, the 
market closing at 6ic, showing a loss of 1%c for 
the day under a range of values of 244c. Busi- 
ness as a whole was rather slow but the brisk 
dealing of the last half hour brought the t tal 
sales for the day up to 2,310,000 bbis. The 
changes in prices were due entirely to the ef- 
forts of the operators, there being no news to 
influence quotations, and showed the bear 
party to be stronger, From Taylorstown it 
was reported that the Guffey well was nearly 
through the sandand had produced 140 bbls 
during the first 19 hours.

In 
the Reibold field the Galesbough No. 3 was do- 
ing 57 bbls per hour, but, after further drilling, 
increased to 80 bbis. The Markle No. 9 was du- 
ing 52 bbis in the morning, but later in the day 
was increased to 90 bbls, The Markle No. 10 
was credited with 7 bbls per hour. The Mar- 
berger well reached the 100-foot sand, but 
showed only a !ittle oil and refused to flow. 
The production of this field for the past 24 
hours was 6,071 bbis from 60 wells.

The initial figure was 63340, and showed the 
market to be a trifle stronger than at the close 
last evening, and soon after the price was run 
up to 64440, which was the bighest for the day. 
Quickly on the heele of this advance came a 
drop of several points, and then the course was 
steadily downward, reaching below 63c shortly 
before one o’clock. Once the beuirs got the 
break fairly started it was found difficult to 
check its progress, and although 63c was 
again touched, ibe fractions dropped off again 
very fast, and during the last half hour of the 
session low-water mark was touched at 620, 
and the market finally closed rather weak at 
6214¢, showing a loss of 15g2 as the result of the 
day’s efforts under a ravge of 24c.

The market for refined in barrels for export 
has aguin shown some animation, and sales of 
about 125,000 bbis are reported, partly for 
Philadeiphia loading. Early in the week the 
business dragged a little, but on the reduction 
of the price to '5¢2 for 70 deg Abel test on Fii- 
day, there wasauiberal influx of orders, and 
the sales were large. For Philadelphia and 
Bultimore loading ¢ 50 is also the price. For 
these ports shippers demur paying over 6}4., 
and we are informed this figure has been ac- 
cepted for Western lots. The increase in ihe 
demand bas been gratifying, as it hus taken 
place at a season when orders usually drop off, 
though the present invrease isdue to the re- 
duction in price, purchasers coming to the 
front who had held off inthe hope that such 
reduction would come. The lower market for 
crude certificates will probably prevent the 
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price of refined going back to the old figures

for some time to come, Freight rates are un- 
changed, notwithstanding the increased num- 
ber of charters reported, and the supply of 
freight room is still large. On vessels hence to 
London Is 6%4@1s 74 is the average price, and 
to Continental ports 1s 6344@2s3d as to port 
and veseel. Home trade lotsa have shown no 
improvement in demand, and have been 
rather slow and irregular in price. West- 
ern lots being offered at varying figures. 
We quote 84@8éo for State legal test, 7@7i4c 
for 110 teat, 8@8i4c for New York City 100 deg. 
flash, and 84%@9c for New York City 150 deg. 
water white. Western lots are obtainable at 
6%@ic for 110 teat standard white, 74@7ie for 
120 test standard white, and 84@8}<¢0 for 150 test 
water white. 

Cases have been in fairly active demand for 
export, the sales amounting to over 800,000, 
mostiy for New York loading. The price was 
on Friday reduced to 8c for plain tops, and 
this stimulated the demand, resulting in large 
sales on Saturday and Monday. The freight 
rates are in instances higher but the supply of 
freight room both here and at Philadelphia is 
stillample. The rates for large vessels are:

Liquid Fuel. 


A further important advance has been made 
in utilizing bydrocarbons for steam raising 
Purposes on board ship. A legitimate obj: c- 
tion to the adoption of liquid fuel at sea under 
certain circumstances has been that the use of 
steam for the diffusion of the oil in the boiler 
furnaces entails a ccnsiderable loss of fresh 
water from the boilers. As tbis loss has to be 
made good by salt water on long ocean voy- 
ages, the density of the water is rapidly raised 
toa dangerous point. This is however entirely 
overcome by the system adopted in the steam- 
ship Charles Howard, which has recently been 
fitted with tanks for carrying refined petro- 
leum in bulk and also with Turbutt’s system of 
burning residual oils under the boilers in place 
of coal. She is 249 ft. in length, with 30 ft. 
beam and 23 ft.depth of hold. The whole of 
the cargo space in the vessel is occupied by 
tanks for carrying the refined petroleum, while 
the refuse oil to be used for fuel is carried in 
water ballast tanks. Her boiler is of the ordi- 
nary marine type, with three flues of 3 ft. 6 in. 
diameter each. These flues are fitted witha 
brick combustion chamber and superheater, as 
in the case of other vessels fitted on the Tar- 
butt system. Another point of departure in 
the present instance consists in the substitu- 
tion of highly heated, and expanded com- 
pressed air for the steam ordinarily used in 
liquid fuel fires, The steam used for com- 
pressing the air is exhausted into the condens- 
er, the water from which is of course available 
for feeding the boiler along with that con- 
densed from the main engines. The Charles 
Howard left the Tyne dock the other day for 
the Black sea, and as she steamed down the 
river at full speed not a particle of smoke was 
visible from the funnel, the fires working ad- 
mirably from the first start. It is stated that 
the owners propose to fit the remainder of 
their fleet witb similar apparatus. The storage 
of the oil in the ~ater ballast tanks has, we bte- 
lieve, never before been introduced in prac- 
tice. It isan important feature, as it saves the 
ship owner the heavy expenditure incidental 
to the fitting of tanks in the bunker spacer, 
and combined with the substitution of air for 
steam, marks a decided departure in liquid 
fuel practice.—English Exchange.

A remarkable flow of natural gas was struck 
last week in well No, 2, iu the Boon field, Kan- 
sas. An informal test was being made and the 
gauge had been adjusted just two minutes and 
fifty seconds when the casing began to rise 
with great force and in an instant was pro- 
truded upward to the top of the derrick, a dis- 
tance of seventy-five feet. The casing is 150 
feet long and eight inches in diameter and 
weighs 7,500 pounds) Wheu the top of the cas- 
ing struck the top of the derrick it broke off 
the gauge. This gave vent tothe gasand the 
casing again assumed its position in the well. 
The exact pressure cannot at present be ascer- 


tained.

Ammonia Indigo in London. 


At the periodical indigo sales, which were 
held in London from April 18 to April 21, con- 
siderable attention was directed toa parcel of 
64 chests of indigo, made by the ammonia pro- 
cess, says the Chemist and Druggist. Although 
this consigamert is not the first of the kind 
which has been sold publicly in this country, a 
few chests having been offered in one of last 
year’s auctions, it is by far the largest hitherto 
placed on the market, and there eeems every 
reason to believe that in future ‘ammonia in- 
digo,” as it is commonly called, will form a 
standing feature of the London sales, if it does 
not, indeed, gradually supersede the article 
manufactured by the older process, The pro- 
cess Of manufacture of “ammonia indigo” is a 
very simple one and may be briefly summed 
up as follows: In the ordinary process of man- 
ufacture the indigo plants, which are cut first 


mass commences to ferment, and is allowed to 
remain in that condition for about twelve to 
sixteen hours, according to the temperature. 
It is supposed that ths leaves befo:e fermen'a- 
tion contain a white substance, or unoxygen- 
ised indigo. which during fermentativun com- 
bines with the oxygen of the atmospheric air 
and forms indigo blue. The temperature of the 
mass duritg this operation rises to 100 degrees 
or 110 degrees, ammonia and carbonic acid 
#as are evolved, the surface of the liquor 
becomes coated with a blue film, and the 
liquor itself assumes a deep yellowhue. At 
this stage, and here gi eat care is necessary, the 
liquor is drawn off into a second trough, or 
beating vat. and briskly stirred, generally by 
machinery, the indigo during this manipula- 
tion separating in the form of small blue 
grains. The grains are allowed to settle, the 
liquor isagain drawn off, and the sediment 
heated to boiling point and thrown on a calico 
filter, after which it is removed and dried in 
the form of cakes. The ammonia process steps 
in when the liquor is drawn off into the beat- 
ing vat. After this has been done a dilute am- 
mcnia solution is added and mixed with the 
water, 30 pounds of the solution being suffi- 
cient for the treatment of 1,000 cubic feet of 
indigo liquor. The beating or stirring is com- 
menced in the usual manner as soon as the 
whole ammonia solution has been added 


whole of the coloring matter in the heating vet 
to be precipitated, whereas under the old sys- 
tem alarge percentage of indigo was washed 
away along with the supernatant liquor in the 
heating vat. It is yet rather early to form an 
opinion concerning the future of the ammonia 
process, as it has only been tried at a few In- 
dian factories for a comparatively short time, 
but to all appearances it is a considerable 
improvement upon the old system. The com- 
pany who have patented the process purpose 
to allow any indigo manufacturer to adupt 
iton payment tothem of a royalty. Patents 
have been taken out for India and some of the 
American States, but there seems littie pros- 
pect that the process will be adopted outside 
India. Perbaps the Java indigo-planters may 
take to it, and as there exists no patent law in 
Holland or the Dutch colonies, the temptation 
in that quarter will be a strong one to adopt so 
simple a process without being under the ne- 
cessity of paying anything for it to the 
patentees. At the company’s own factory in 
Tirhoot experiments have been carried on last 
year witha view to test the advaniages of the 
new compared with the oldsystem. One-half 
of the indigo crop was worked in the ordinary 
way, and the other half by the ammonia pro- 
cess, and it is claimed that the latter yielded en 
average increase of 45°16 per cent of indigo over 
the former with the first cuttings of the plant, 
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that is, prior to the rains; and of no less than 
57.5 per cent for the second cuttings, gathered 
after heavy rains, and which were so poor as to 
be scarcely worth the trouble of working by 
the ordinary process. Even assuming these 
figures to be somewhat rose-colored, there is 
no doubt that a process which obviates the un- 
doubtedly large waste of coloring matter under 
the old system will greatly stimulate the indigo 
industry, provided the quality of the material 
produced be not injuriously affected by it.

Discussions of Indian Drugs. 


A report has just been issued of the proceed- 
ings at the fourteen “conferences” on Indian 
produce held at the Colonial and Indian Ex- 
hibition in June and July last. 

A large number of samples of Indian drugs 
and other commodities were exhibited at these 
meetings, and some discussion took place con- 
cerning the possibility of finding an ovtlet on 
the European market for many articles hither- 
to quite or almost unknown outside India, At 
the conference on drugs a well-known quinine 
manufacturer called attention to the fact that 
of all cincbonas the Ledgeriana variety is ac- 
quiring the highest popularity for quinine- 
making, while the Calissya and Officinalis 
varieties are mest esteemed for the manufac- 
ture of other cinchona preparations. As the 
cinchona Ledgeriana can be cultivated at 
much lower altitudes than the others it was de- 
cided to communicate this information to the 
Indian Medical and Botanical Depart ments. 

When discussing gums and resins the ques- 
tion arose what could be done to stimulate the 
successful exportation of these commodities 
from India, and it was then pointed out that 
the London gum market was especially liable 
to suffer loss through being glutced with in- 
ferior gums. It was stated to bea prevailing 
tendenvy among Indian gum merchants to mix 
and udulterate their goods, whereas the trade 
could only prosper if the shipments sent over 
were of uniform quality and free from dirt or 
other foreign matter. In London a consign- 
ment becomes almost unsaleable if in the in- 
terior of the packages is placed a quantity ofa 
totally diff rent gum from that shown on the 
surface. On reaching the docks the packages 
are examined, and, if necessary, assorted, 
Half or broken packages cannot be sold, and 
unless, therefore, the natives prepare honest 
consignments, the trade will go to other chan- 
nels, which would be all the more regrettable 
as the present scarcity of African gums offers 
a favorable opportunity to Indian shippers to 
secure a leading position on our market. 

At the conference on oils, seeds and per- 
famery a large assortment of flowers, tubers 
and rocts attracted particular attention. It 
included specimens of Nerium odorum, Nar- 
dostacbys Jatamansi, Ocimum Basilicum, Oci- 
mum sanctum, Pogostemon Patchouly, Santa- 
lum album and Saussurea Lappa. The last 
mentioned is the sacred costus root of the 
ancients, and is imported into India from 
Kashmir. 

A samp!'e of otto trom Cananga odorata, or 
ylang-ylang, was said to be the first ever ex- 
hibited from India, while the tubers of Cyperus 
rotundus and the oil prepared from them were 
also pronounced quite new to Europe. The 
tubers are largely used in Upper Indi« to per- 
fume clothes. A large assortment of essential 
oil of Jasmimum Sambac was shown, and 
elicited the expression of opinion that 
if a uniform supply could be obtained 
it would fetch a good price in the 
London market. The same opinion was given 
with regard to the otto of Mentha viridis, the 
sample being pronounced superior to any- 
thing that had been seen in London for some 
time. 

The three most important medicinal oils ex~ 
hibited were Gynocardia odorata, or Chaul- 
mugra oil, which is recommended for the 
treatment of phthisis, various forms of skin 
disease and rheumatic gout; Pongamia glabra, 
one of the most valuable of Indian medicinal 
oils, which is extensively used by the natives 
for all forms of eruptions of the skin and 
prickly heat, but which was now shown for 
the first time in Europe; and Psoralea coryli- 
folia, an ojl used in the treatment of skin dis- 
ease, especially in southern India. It was 
thought that the oils of Arachis hypogaa, 
Bassia latifolia and Cocos nucifera were the 
most hopeful for the soap trade. 
interest was shown in the pcassibility of India 
extending the cultivation of the olive. It was 
thought that if this could be done, the conse- 
quence would be serious to some parts of Bu- 
rope, but invaluable to numerous industries 
that were driven to seek substitutes for the al- 
ready too highly priced olive oil. Samples of 
most of the oils named were furnished to one 
of the priocipal English soap makers, and re- 
ports were promised of the experiments which 
he would institute. 

At the close of this conference samples of 
Indian made soaps were shown, principally 
from the Meerut factory, and a collection of 
crude petroleum, partly contributed by the 
Assam Trading Company. On this occasion 
the singular theory was propounded that pe- 
troleum is an oil produced from fish suddenly 
killed by an influx of salt into an inland lake, 
and it was suggested that the part of India 
which should be most carefully examined for 
petroleum was Ajmere and other localities in 
tke vicinity of the great salt lakes. 

The assortment of Indian dyes was of an ex-

variety of cutch which is produced in Burmah, 
had never seen the Kumaon crystalline form 
of the article, and considered it to be an im- 
pure kind of gambier and not cutch. It was ex- 
plained to be produced from Acacia catechu by 
a different procees from that followec in Pegu. 
Dr. Watt drew attention to the auxiliaries used 
in India in dyeing, and stated that a great deal 
of the success of the native dyeing and print- 
ing was due to the fact that so many clearing 
and intensifying ageats were used with the 
dyestuffs proper, the merits of which were not 
fully understood by European dyers. Scarcely 
any process of dyeing in India is attempted 
without a considerable number of astringent 
reagents of a vegetable nature, and a comy.li- 
cated series of mordants of a mineral charac- 
ter. Lime, for example, is much used in calico 
prioting, and during the fermentation of in- 
digo, potash, obtained from the ash of a num- 
ber of’ very dissimilar plante, is largely em- 
ployed, the most important plant for this pur- 
pose being Symplecos racemosa. The bark of 
this bush is employed as an alkaline ash, and 
when pulverized also imparts a yellow color, 
much used for sharpening or improving other 
dyes. 

Attention was also called to various speci- 
mens of Morinda, or ‘‘al’’ dyee, which are the 
cheapest and most durable of all the red dye 
stiffs of India, although the process of pre- 
paring the dye is complicated and somewhat 
difficult. ‘Al’ is, without exception, the most 
abundantly used red dye in _ India. 
The fabric or thread to be dyed 
is first steeped for three or four days 
in a paste of castor oil seed, cow-dung, 
and water, after which the cloth ia washed and 
soaked in a deccoction of myrobalams, and 
afterwards in alum. It is then ready to receive 
the dye, and for this purpose is boiledin a de- 
coction of the wood chips. Without the aid of 
castor Oil seeds the red color is not imparted, 
but it is found to be produced from the yellow 
decoction on the solution being allowed to fer- 
ment. The chay root of Madras, Oldenlandia 
umbellata, givesa dark-red or brown color, 
but, owing to competition with cheaper stuffs, 
this dye has almost disappeared from India, 
where formerly it was extensively employed 
in dyeing the famous Madras bandana hand- 
kerchiefs, 

The dircussion on tanning materials appears 
to have been the only one likely to produce 
some lasting benetit in developing the Indian 
export trade and encouraging our manufac- 
turers to try experiments with some new ar- 
ticles.—Chemist & Druggist.

Jobbers and Retailers are interested equally with 
honest manufacturers in exposing the tricks which the 
bushwhackers in trade resort to for the purpose of in- 
troducing goods which are too pocr to sell on merit. 


Don’t be Deceived by Pretended Endorsements. 


It is a not uncommon trick of manufacturers who find honest methods in the introduc. 
tion of their goods unavailing, to issue, inthe names and without the knowledge or consent 
of houses that have accepted their goods on consignment, postal cards or other notices 
which are intended to carry the impression that the house whose name is appended to 
the notice has carefully investigated the subject and finding advantages to the buyer in 
handling the new goods has stocked them and recommends that they be specified on 
orders. The deception is so transparent that it probably influences but few, but it 
should, at, least, lead those who receive the postals, or other notices referred to, to watch 
that_these cheap goods which the jobber may hold on consignment or may have obtained 
by some sort of exchange, are not by any chance substituted for the reputable and 
established makes which they are accustomed to handle. 


And Beware of Bribed Salesmen. 


The same desperate manufacturers have been known to bribe jobbing salesmen, when 
they could find any who were susceptible to that kind of influence, to make a special effort 
to sell their goods. Instances have come under our notice of salesmen for reputable job 
birg houses urging retailers to take other makes of plasters, absorbent cotton, etc., when 
our’s were specified. As we know that such discrimination is not sanctioned by the hous: s 
in question, and as we know of cases in which the manufacturers whose goods were urged 
on the buyer have offered bribes to jobbing salesmen to dothis class of work, we are 
forced to conclude that the salesmen referred to had been debauched. Fortunately, they 
are few men on the road who can be bribed to misrepresent the interests of their em- 
ployers, or to act as the cat’s paw for manufacturers who find that legitimate business 
methods are not sufficient to sell inferior goods, even to the class of ‘Cheap John” Drug- 
gists who are willing to handle such goods at all. 

We therefore suggest to retailers that the only safety when ordering anything in our 
line is to specify “‘S. & J.” or ‘‘Seabury’s” and refuse other makes which the jobber may 
want to get rid of.

The situation in the drug market has changed 
but little during the past week. While there 
is a good business doing in nearly all lines it is 
confined almost exclusively tosmall quantities, 
speculative interest at the moment being prace 
tically dead. The most importunt change 
o2curring during the week was the advance of 
about 40c in the price of crud» opium, the 
market taking a jump t:is morning on the 
strength of foreign advices. Quinine is a trifle 
firmer but attracts little attention. Ia other 
lines there have been comparatively few fluct- 
uations, the most important changes since our 
last being the following:

Opium. 

A decided advance in the price of opium has 
occurred since our last. Throughout the week 
the feeling has been one of increasing firmness, 
Owin. to reports of an advancing primary mar- 
ket, and holders have been mure indifferent to 
the bids of buyers, who, stimulated by the 
prospects of a higher market, have shown 
more anxiety to secure stock than they haa 
display.d previously. UU: to yesterday the re- 
ported sales and resal:s aggregated about 125 
cases in various-sized lots wibin a range of 
$> 83@4, and further business could no doubt 
have been cone atthe letter figure; but this 
morning. on the strength of a cable from Smyr- 
Da quoting an advance to 110 piastres, holders 
here aimostrimultaneously advanced their price 
to $4 2) und up to the close were yery firm at 
that. There bas been a good deal of inquiry 
through brokers during the day, but estar as 
we cin karn no impcrtant business has been 
done, as the buycrs ideas have not yet been 
brought up to tbe last advance and holders in 
view of the situation abroad are unwilling to 
make apy concessions. The advance abroad 
which is attributed to reports of renewed 
drouth in the growing districts, would not in 
itself bave warrantd such a large jump in 
prices here. This market has all along been 
below the parity of Londcn and Smyrna but 
the advance of 25c to-day put it more on a 
level with them. Atthe close the indications 
pinted toa still further adva..ce, Powdered 
opium appears to be scarce and is in 
good demand. Itis reported that up to $510 
has been paid within the week but atthe close 
holders wanted $5 2(@5 25 as to quantity. 

Morphine bas not quotably changed sinve 
our last, the manutacturers still naming $2 95 
in bulk, $3 in ounces and $3 25 ineighthe, but it 
is believed that an advance will toon occur, if 
the position of crude op um is maintained, 
The prospect of bigher prices hus caused an 
improvement 1n the demand, and all the cheap 
lots that bave been offering bave been taken 
up, leaving nothing below the manufacturers’ 
prias. 

Quinine. 

The markct for quinine bas been very quiet 
during the past week, fus:ness being confined 
almost exclusively to tilling small job- 
bog orders. The demand from the con- 
suming trade is not what was ex- 
pected of it, and the distributors are 
not disposed to come into the market while 
they have any stock on hand. Speculative in- 
terest is almost entirely lacking. There are oc- 
casional inquirics for forward deliveries of 
favori e foreign brands, but the prices offered 
are generally too .ow tu receive consideration. 
There is a iittle better tone to the markct than 
was noted a week ago. ‘Lhis is due to the with- 
drawal of the low seller who bas been cffering 
fo fill orders for 600-« z. lots, under certain re- 
atrictions, at 424¢c. The lowest quutation now 
made is 43c. and some sellers are not disposed 
to accept less than 45}4@4ic. The domestic 
manufacturers repurt very little business, but 
have made no change in their quotations, 
though a belief exists in scme quarters that 
they will shortly d» so, 

The receipts of quinine for tho week have 
been 8¢,°82 ozs entered at the Custom House, 
15 cs not entered, and 9 cs for St. Louis.

Guarana is quiet and unchanged at $1 25 for 
whole and $1 35 for powdered. 

Insect powder continues in good demand and 
is reported firm at 3814@42c, according to brand 

and quantity. 

Quicksilver shows no further change, There 
is a good jobbing demand which is supplied at 
51@54c, according to quantity and seller. 

Salicine is reported to be offering at $3, but 
there appear to be few buyers. 


Baisams. 

There are about the same general features 
noticeable in this Market as at the date of our 
last. Copaiba is meeting with a good jobbing 
demand and,as stocks are limited, prices are 
firmly supported. We continue to quote 45c 
for Central American, i7}¢c for Para and Mar- 
anham, and 50c for Angostura. Balsam fir is 
unchanged, Canada is held at $3 25, with limited 
offerings,and Oregon is procurable at $1 25@150, 
but does not sellto any extent. Balsam Peru 
is doing a littie better and we hear of no sellers 
now below $1 25@1 80. The demand is improv- 
ing. Balsam tolu is quoted ata range of 31@ 
5c according to seller and quantity but no 
further transactions are reported. 


Beans. 

There has been more demand for tonka beans 
of late but since the sales mentioned in our 
last report buyers haye contented theinselves 
with small purchases, The market having been 
cleared for the present of cheap offerings ie 
firm at $1 25@1 40 for Angostura, as to quantity 
and quality, 40@45c for Para and 7c for Suri- 
nams. The demund for vanilla beans is report- 
ed as active though sales seldom exceed 100 lp 
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lots, the majority of the reported transactions 
being in smaller quantities. Prices are firmly 
maintained at $7@18 and within this range we 
note sales of 650 lbs. 


Berries. 

Cubeb berries are quiet and rather irregular 
in price, XX is quoted ata range of 85c@$1 26 
according to seller and quantity and ordinary 
at 80c@$l. Junipers are a shade easier sales 
having been made in a small way at 34@3kKe. 


Essontial Oils. 

Anise oil is very firm and moves steadily into 
consumption on sivall Jobbing orders princi- 
pally. We hear of no further offerings below 
$1 8744@.1 90 which are the quotations of the 
principal holders. 

Cajeput cil remains firm and without 
quotable change at 75@80c. Clove is still 
easy and the range has been reduced to $1 60@ 
176, with rumored sales at less than the inside 
price. The demand for citronelle oil continues 
good, without sales of importance. The quo- 
tations are 33c in cans and 35c in bottles. Vil 
croton has declined to $1@1 i0. Cassia, copaiba 
aad cubeb are without change. 

Peppermint oil remains quiet, buyers appar- 
ently not being in need of stock. Tin oil is 
quoted at $2 6(@2 75 for Wayne county accord- 
ing to holder, and Western is offered down to 
$2 25 though $2 50@2 60 are the general quota- 
tions. A correspondent writes from Wayne 
county that the planting is now completed, 
The season he says has been a particularly 
favorable one, and as the planting of both last 
year and the year previous produce a crop, 
this year, with the increased acreage, he be- 
lieves that an aversge yisid will more than 
double the quantity of oil produced in Wayne 
County in 1886. Another Wayne correspondent 
says: “This spring the roots have heen badly 
damaged in this section, and I hear it is so all 
over the county. Inever have known mint 
roots so generally poor in this section as at 
present. The farmers will probably have to 
plow up most of what was not dug over.” A 
Michigan writer says: *‘The roots wintered 
better here than in Wayne County. but we 
think were greatly injured afterward by ex- 
treme dryness during the setting season, as 
they dry outin avery short time when ex- 
posed to the air. When once dry they are ut- 
terly worthless.’’ 

Wintergreen oil is jobbing at 1 65@1 70c as to 
quantity and buyer. 

Sassafras oil, at the runge of 33@36c, is meet- 
ing with a light jobbing demand. 


CGums. 

The demand for arabics, senegal and traga- 
canth i3 steady, but it does not exceed jobbing 
proportions. Camphor is firmer, as the manu- 
facturers are sold ahead and cannot fi!! orders 
promptly. For barrels 23}¢c is now quoted, and 
cases are held at 244, though these figures 
might still be shaded on large orders for future 
delivery.

Tinniveily senna is reported to 
have advanced the equivalent of 1@2c in Lon- 
don, but there is no change in the spot prices. 


Roots. 

Tpecac is still hardening under the influence 
of foreign advices and the limited available 
supply. London cables report an advance te 
9s 6d and sales of whole root have been made 
here up to $2 25, the present quotations being 
$2 25@2 30 for whole and $2 25@2 35 for pow- 
dered according to quality. Jalap is easier and

The eame fate overtook the stock on the 
Conqueror, and it is believed that when 
the & D. Horton discharges, her cargo will 
be found blocked too. All this strength- 
ens the position of free goods, which are said 
to be rea!ly scarce, and if it hag n0 other effect 
may check the downward ten“*ency fora time. 
The inquiry is only moderate but the hat trade 
is about starting up aod a considerable demand 
from that quarter is expected soon. The arr.- 
vals so far this mouth have amounted to 2,800 
cases. 

Spices. 

The market for c.oves is firmer and holders 
are now asking 2444@25c for Zanzibar and 25@ 
26c for Amboyoa. London cables a stronger 
market there and in Singapore for black pep- 
per and prices here are slightly higher. There 
has been more demand and we get sales of 
about 800 bags at 1554@15}¢c the outside figure 
being now asked, There has been s)me inquiry 
for African ginger with reported sales of 70 
tons to arrive at a private price.

Pharmacy in New York State. 

As the next meeting of the New York State 
Pharmaceutical Association is to be held June 
21 at Thousand Island r’ark, it may be interest- 
ing to note what this association has accom- 
Plished. Secretary Holmes points ut the fol- 
lowing among other reforms: 

The association of 760 pharmacists for mu- 
tual improvement. 

It has secured a pharmacy law, which pro- 
vides a board to examine clerks and show their 
qualifications. 

1t publishes each year a book of valuable in- 
formation. 

Ite officers have aided materially in forming 
county organizations in various parts of the 
Btate. 

It bas advanced the socia) relations of all its 
members who have improved the opportun‘- 
ties offered. 

Its committee on adulterations has shown 
the danger of trusting to every man’s honesty. 

Its committee on pharmacy and queries has 
secured the presentation of valuable papers 
full of acientific and practical information, 
which enlarges the minds of all who give at- 
tention. 

It would like tg accomplish: 

The association of every druggist and clerk 
io the State. 

The securing of a local organization in every 
county and city in the State. 

The securing of such salutary changes in the 
pharmacy law as experience indicates would 
carry out the original intention of the framers 
of the law, and thus be of dir.ct benefit to 
every pharmacist in the State. 

The furtherance of its works in every branch 
for the generai good of the State, and the spe- 
cial benefit of every member. 

It ig a painful fact, however, that over two- 
thirds of the druggists in the State of New 
York have failed thus far to identify then- 
selves with the association, Its desires are 
crippled because a handful of druggists do not 
feel equal to the task of expending the amount 
necessary to continue the work. What would 
be a very trifling sum to a'l is extremely bur- 
densome to the few, e pecially while every 
druggist in the State receives equal benefit 
from apy work done.

Opium in the East. 


An agreement has been arrived at by the 
Opium Commission which sat at Hong Kong 
last year in pursuance of the Chefoo agree- 
ment of 1876 and the additional article of 1885. 
The scheme which forms the basis of the agree- 
ment, aod which is approved by her Majesty’s 
government, is that Hong Kong undertakes to 
introduce a law preventing the import and ex- 
port of raw opium in less quantities than one 
chest and rendering illegal the possession of 
raw opium less than oue vhest, except by a per- 
son who farms the prepared opium privilege, 
on the condition that China :pakesa similar ar- 
raogement with Macao,and that Hong Kong 
may repeal the law if it is found to work detri- 
ment to the revenue apd trade of the colony, 
The ouetome stations pear Hong Kongand Ma 
840 Will ba Under the Inspector: General of Fors 
6'g0 Ovstome, ond an offvor of foreign customs 
Wiki De stationed af Honicen, im Chinnee terris 
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tory who will be empowered to issue opium 
clearances at the new rate, and investigate 
complaints by junks against native customs or 
cruisers. The Hong Kong government bas the 
right to be represented at such investigations. 
Junks trading between Chinese ports and 
Hong Kong will be charged the same dues as 
those between China and Macao, and be sub- 
ject only to dues payable at ports of clearance 
or destination. This applies to all goods, and 
not opium only, and will greatly benefit trade. 
It is hop: d that the scheme will put an end to 
the so-called blockade, a source of constant 
complaint to merchants. It is rumored that the 
law will be opposed by the local opiam mer- 
chants, but the general opinion seems favora- 


ble.

Initation Gum Arabic. 


E. C. Federer, Ph, G.. of Detroit, writes to 
the Pharmaceutical Era that samples have been 
sent and offers made toward establishing the 
sale of an imitation gum arabic, The samples 
and overtures have, in fact, been madetoa 
Detroit firm. The samples have been examined 
astotheir natureand properties in their lab- 
oratory. 

This substance came to the house in three 
classes or qualities, designated as white, light 
yellow and yellow. The first two are in ap- 
pearance a pretty close imitation of the genu- 
ine article, the white being in fragments about 
the size of those in gum m:stic, but as light in 
color as good picked gum arabic, angular, with 
conchoidal faces and minus the fissures of gum 


arabic. The light yellow like above as to size 


and general appearance excr pting in color; the 
masses in this look like “eorts” gum arabio. 


The yellow appcars in matses some what larger, 


cubical, andin color resemble translucent pix 
burgundica, They all bebave nearly alike and 
the following reactions will place them proba- 
bly where they belong, as far as the identity of 


the substance is concerned. With cold water 


no solution is formed, but}the gum simply 
swells up after the manner of bassorin (traga- 


cantb), but unlike tragacanth a clear solution 


is formed when the mixture is boiied. This 


shows the substance to contain no tragacavth 


ora bumen. With iodine there is: o change, 
showing absence cf starch or partly formed 
dextrin; it mixes clear with about 40 per cent 
of 94 per cent alcohol, or even 50 per cent elco- 
hol, showi'1g absence ofarabin (gum arabic), It 
does not cloud n:r form a precipitate with nor- 
mal lead acetate, showing absence of pectin. 
This hot solution, when concentrated and 
cooled, forms a gelatinous mixture. The above 
indicates that it isthe peculiar pectin called 
carrageenin obtained from Irish moss. It was 
found to have but mi.d adhesive properties and 
probably its best adaptability would beas a siz- 
in paper manufacture. 
Sr. aa + mee” 


Bellite. 


This explosive is inexpensive, easi!y made 
and not liable to spontaneous explosion, but it 
develops, when intentionally fired by a spark, 
a force thirty-five times as great as gunpowder 
and greater by 15 per cent than that of guncot- 
ton. To make bellite, benzene is treated with 
amixture of sulphuric and nitricacids. The 
sulphuric acid should be of the fuming kind, 
which is nearly free from water; and the pro 
portion of nitric acid should be somewhat larger 
than that of the other. By keeping the mixed 
acids in contact with the benzene for some 
time, at a temperature rather above that of 
boiling water, the benzene is converted into 
trinitrobenzene, which is washed, so as to clear 
away all traces of free nitric acid, +nd then 
mixed with nitrate of ammonia, which isthe 
common substance used for producing nitrous 
oxide gas. The mixture, if the free acid is 
thoroughly wasbed away, is very stable. Un- 
like dynamite, which explodes so readily from 
concussion that in heavy blasts only every 
tenth cartridge is fired directly, the others be- 
ing allexploded with certainty by symathy,a 
charge of bellite cannot be ignited by a blow 
or by friction. A shell charged with it strikes 
its object without exploding, unless a fulmin- 
ating fuse i3 attached to it,and a magazine 
filled with it may be struck by projectiles with- 
out danger. When applied t» use, however, its 
force isenormous. A charge of less than half 
an ounce, placed in a mortar behiad a rhell 
weighing ninety pounde, projected the shell to 
a distance of nearly four hundred feet, and its 
efficacy in detaching rock in a quarry proves 
qnanes than that of any nitroglycerine com- 
pouud, eam

TUESDAY EVENING, May 17, 1887. 

Another week of dullness and depression is 
added to the history of the chemical market. 
The searcher for information has been re- 
warded by scarcely an item that has the fresh- 
ness of news about it. There is a certain 
amount of business doing in the heavy chem- 
icals, but large transactions are comparatively 
unknown at present. There does not appear 
to be an excessive supply of any article, and 
to this, together with the continued high rates 
of ocean freights, may be attributed the gen- 
eral steadiness of the market. There are no 
particular features in any department, no fluc- 
tuations of importance having occurred during 
the week. Concerning the situation on the 
other side, Mr. Geo. G. Blackwell, in his Liver- 
pool letter of the 6th inst, says: Our market 
bas been quiet this week, and prices are easier.

Heavy Chemicals. 

The various Liverpool brands of 48 per cent 
carbonated soda ash have sold only in small 
jobbing lots during the past week, the large 
buyers either keeping out of the market or 
taking only such quantities as they bave imme 
diate use for. Pricer, therefore, are somewhat 
nominal and itis possible that some holders 
might be induced to grant a slight concession 
from the ruling rates if a sufficiently large or- 
der wasgiven, As it ie, the small lots changing 
hands are sold on the basis of 144@13¢c from 
store according to quantity. Lots to arrive 
are quotable at 144@ 1 z7}4c, but attract little 
or no attention. A fair demand is reported for 
high test, but it does not exceed jobbing pro- 
portions. The quotations are 115@li4c ac- 
cording to quantity, seller and position. 


Caustic soda ash, 48 per cent, shares in the 
general dullness, and holders find it impossible 
to secure orders for anything larger than job- 
bing lots. They do not, however, appear to be 
anxious sellers, and steadily adhere to their 
quotations of 1 25@1 32}¢c according to quantity 
for lotsonthe spot, the stock in store and 
on dock being at present rather light. For 
lots to arrive 120@1224¢0 is named as ac- 
ceptable, but buyers show little interest and 
no sales of consequence have been made since 
we last wrote. There is nothing doing in high 
test the nominal quotations remaining at 120@ 
1 22440 as to quantity. 

Thirty-six per cent. alkali has made no de 
parture from the general ruleand consequently 
we have to report a dull market. Former quo- 
tations hold good, the few small sales reported 
having been made at the range of 1 15@1 20c ac- 
cording to seller and quantity. The demand 
for B M is reported as fuir, though not exceed- 
ing jobbing proportions. Prices remain the 
same as for several weeks past, 48 per cent 
being held at 117}44@1 20c and 58 percent at 
1 15@1 20c according to size of order. We get 
sales of 50 tons of the former and 30 tous of the 
latter within the range. 

Newcastle soda ash 48 per cent is in fairly 
steady though moderate demand, the sales 
making being almost entirely of small lots to 
supply current wants. The spot stock is re- 
ported to be light, as the goods arriving are 
nearly all deliverable on contracts made some 
time since. The market has a steady tone, 
though some sellers are quoting at a shade Ir ss 
than former rates. There have been reported 
sales of 100 tons at 13-16@1 22}¢c, according to 
quantity and seller. High test is not offering 
on the spot so far as we can learn, and is only 
occasionally inquired for. The nominal quo- 
tations are 1 l0@1%c. 

Caustic soda 60 per cent remains in about the 
same position as when we last wrote. While 
the general quotations are 2 75@2 82340 as to 

quantity for spot lots, 267}44c would be ac- 
cepted in a large way, and a closa buyer 
might even get a round lot at a shade 
less. There is, however, no actual pres- 
sure to sell, but the continued lack of 
“mportant demand hasgiven a slight touch of 


weakness to the market. There has been a 
moderate demand for 70 per cent, which ranges 
in price from 2 40 to 2c, the general quotation 
being 2 45c for the small lots generally wanted 
just now. There is an almost entire absence of 
demand for 74 per cent and about $2 40@2 45 
would represent the figures at which holders 
would sell. 

Bleaching powder is not in much demand at 
the moment, but as stocks, which have been 
heavy, are gradually decreasing, the market 
has asteady tone. The sales making are prin- 
cipally of small lots to meet the passing re- 
cuirements of consumption and bring 1 874@ 
195¢ according to seller and quantity. Ina 
large way 1%5c would be accepted by some 
holders. 

English sal soda remains firm on the spot, as 
the available supply is still very light. The 
demand, however, shows no improvement, the 
sales reported being entirely of small jobbing 
lots. We quote 90c@$1 for spot lots, according 
to quantity. Stock to arrive is procurable at 
85@87i4c but we hear of no transactions, these 
figures being almost wholly nominal. 

American sal soda is in good demand, though 
buyers prefer to take such lots as they have 
present use for. Prices are steadily main- 
tained and we repeat our quotations of 80@85c 
fob, according tu quantity and style of pack- 
ing. A discount of 144 per cent is allowed for 
cash. 

Salt cake is without animation, the business 
passing being of little more than a retail char- 
acter. Holders however, have made no change 
in the quotations, and the market closes at 0@ 
65c as to brand and quality. 


Acids. 

There is nothing new to report in connection 
with any of the articles on the list. The gen- 
eral tone of the market is steady, no important 
changes having occurred for some time. There 
is a fair business in progress, but the sales asa 
rule are small in quantity. 

Acetic acid manufacturers report a very firm 
market but have made no change in their 
quotations. The demand keeps well up to the 
average of former weeks, the reported sales 
amounting to 87,000 lbs at the quotation of 
24%) @2%c, as to quantity, brand and time of de- 
livery, 

Oxalic acid is moving fairly into consump- 
tion on jobbing orders, but buyers show no in- 
clination to anticipate their wants. The mar- 
ket is firm at the combination rates and we 
have to repeat our quotations of 8c for lots of 
10 tons and over for future shipment, and 8c 
for jobbing parcels on the spot. 

Tartaric acid occupies about the same posi- 
tion as when we last wrote. The manufactur- 
ers report a steady jobbing demand but few 
orders for any considerable quantity are re- 
ceived. The combination prices are sustained 
and we have no changes to report. 

Sulphuric acid moves rather slowly as buy- 
ers show no inclination to anticipate their re- 
quirements. They appear to be pretty well 
supplied with stock and the few sales making 
are generally of small lots to mect some pass- 
ing need. The manufacturers, however, are 
kept fairly busy making deliveries on contracts 
booked earlier in the season. Prices show no 
improvement but on the other hand manufac- 
turers are not inclined to offer further induce- 
ments and the market may be written steady. 
The quotations for 66 deg. range from 1@1 20c 
according to brand, quantity and time of de- 
livery. Chamber acid is quotable at $8@10 as 
to quantity and seller. For nitric and muri- 
atic acids there isa moderate jobbing call which 
is supplied at our former quotations. 


Miscellaneous. 

The supply of brown acetate of lime on the 
spot is said to be very small, and the arrivals 
barely keep pace with the demand, which Is of 
fair proportions. Prices, consequently, are 
firmly maintained at 180@185c according to 
quantity. There is little or nothing doing in 
gray and prices are more or less nominal. We 
continue to quote 2 45@2éc as to quantity, but 

it is probable that the inside price would be 
shaded on a large order. 

Alum has been in the usual demand. Trade 
cannot be called active, but there is enough 
doing to keep the manufacturers fairly busy. 
Prices are maintained and we find no changes 
toreport, We hear of sales aggregativg 125 
bbis lump at 14@1l%c, 100 bbis ground at 1%@ 
2c and 500 bbis Natrona porous at 2}44@254c, as 
to quantity. 

Arsenic, white, is meeting with a steady sale, 
the demand being fairly active, jobbing lots, 
however, receiving the most attention. There 
isa steady tone to the market and prices are 
unchanged at 2540 to arrive and 2%@2%c for 
lotaon the spot. Sales are reported of 125 kgs 
within the range. Red is in about the ueual 
demand, buyers being satisfied with small pur- 
chases to fill current needs, The market re- 
mains steady at the former range of 644@6)<0, 
as to quantity and style of packing. 

Blue vitriol is in fair Jobbing demand. Spot 
supplies are reported to be light and there is 
consequently a very firm feeling among hold- 
ers. There have been reported sales of 100 bbis 
at 444@4%0, the quoted range being 44@4}4o 
for common and 494@5c for extra, according to 
brand, quantity and date of delivery. 

Copperas is very dull at the moment, only a 
few small jobbing sales having been reported 
since the date of our last. Prices are un- 
changed, but almost entirely nominal. We re- 
peat our quotations of 60@380c, as to brand and 
quantity,

The Action of Sulphurous Anhydride 
on Benziene. 


BY CHARLES E. COLBY AND C. 8, M'LOUGHLIN. 


When Benzene is treated with sulphuric an- 
hydride the elements of water are eliminated, 
and a compound is formed containing the 
group SO2 attached to two phenyl radicles. 
This body, first prepared by E. Mitecherlich, 
was called } y him sulpho-benzid; more recent 
investigators have given it the name of diphe- 
nyl-sulphone. It occurred to the authors that 
an analogous reaction might be possibile be- 
tween benzene and sulphurous anbyédride, thus 
giving rise toa body containing the group SO 
combined with two phenyl radicles. 

Benzene dissolves su'pbhurous anhydride in 
large quantity, but no reaction takes place be- 
tween them unless condensing agents are pres- 
ent. Friedel and Crafts found that a mixture 
of benzene and aluminium chloride absorbs 
sulpbhorous anhy¢ride with great energy form. 
ing benzene-sulphinic ecid. We repeated these 
experiments, and, after several trials, pro- 
ceeded in the following manner: 

One bundred grams of benzene and 35 grams 
of aluwinium chloride were placed in a flusk 
with a return condenser. The flask was heated 
on a water-bath, and a stream of sulpurous 
anhydride was passed through it by means of a 
tube dipping below the surtace of the benzene. 
The suiphurous anhydride was rapidly ab- 
sorbed, the aluminium chloride gradually dis- 
solved, and bydrochloric acid gas escaped. The 
operation was continued as long as the sul- 
pbhurous anbydrije appeared to be absorbed. 
The current of the anhydride was then stupped, 
but the flask was heated tiil no more hydro- 
chloric acid gas was evolved. The contents of 
the flask were allowed to cool and then poured 
into cola water. The precipitated aluminium 
hydrate was then dissolved and washed away 
by means of caustic soda. There remained a 
light yellow oil, which was separated from the 
aqueous liquid, dried with calcium chloride, 
and then aliowed to evaporate at a gentle heat. 
The excess of benzene being thus removed, 
there was left a dirty yellow crystaline sub- 
stance, This, when dissolved in xylol, and left 
to itself, deposited smal! transparent isolated 
crystals, apparently belonging to the triclinic 
system. They were of a yellowish waxy color, 
but on recrystallization from petroleum ether 
they became perfectly white. Their melting- 
Point lies between 70° and 71°; they are easily 
soluble in alcohol, ether, glacial acetic acide, 
and benzene: difficultly soluble in cold petro- 
leum ether, more readily in hot. An ultimate 
analysis furnished the following resulte.

A portion of the substance was dissolved in 
ten times its weight of glacial acetic acid, and 
oxydized by adding the calculated quantity of 
potassium permanganate. After diluting with 
water, and crystalilzing the resulting precipt- 
tate from alcohol, there were obtained white 
cdystalline plates of diphenyl-sulphone, melt- 
ing at 128 deerees, The yield was almost the- 
oretical

green,

We bave elso tried the action of thiony! chlo- 
ride (SOC!,) on benzene in presence of alumi- 
nium chloride, In preparing cipheny! sulpb- 
oxyde by mesne of thiony! chloride we pro- 
ceeded as follows: 

i Fifty grams of benzene and 16 wrams of

thionyl chloride were placed in a flask fitted 
with a return condenser, the flask being im- 
mersed in cold water. Aluminium chloride 
was then added, in small portions, to the mix- 
ture in the flask. The alumininm chloride was 
rapidly dissolved, and hydrochloric acid gas ea- 
caped., The addition of AIC', was continued at 
intervals as long as HCi gas was given off. 
Altogether 30 grams of AJC!, were used. To- 
ward-the end Of the operation 20 grams more of 
benzene were added to make the mixture more 
fluid. When fresh addition of AICI, produced 
no further evolution of HCl gas, the flask with 
ite return condenser still attached was heated 
on a water bath for half an hour, then allowed 
to cool and the contents poured into cold wa- 
ter. A thick yellow oil resulted, which floated, 
This oil was washed with water, and then 
gently warmed in a dish to remove surplus 
benzene. On cooling there resulted a yellow- 
ish waxy mass, which, when crystallized from 
petroleum ether furnished white crystals of 
the same form as those described above, and 
possessing the same properties. Their melting 
point was 70°5 deg. The ultimate analysis of 
these crystals showed the same composition as 
those obtained by the action of sulphurous 
anhydride on benzol. 

I. 0°2500 grm. substance gave 0°6523 grm. CO,, 
and 0 1117 arm. H,0. 

II. 0°1000 grm. substance gave 0°1160 grm. Ba 
80,. 

From 50 grams of benzene and 16 grams of 
thionyl chloride we obtained 21 grams of the 
pure diphenyl sulphoxyde. The theoretical 
yield is a little more than 26 grame. 

It is intersting to note that the dipheny! sul- 
phoxyde fills a gap between the gulphide and 
aulphone just as pheny!-sulphicic acid is inter 
mediate between the sulphydrate and the sul- 
phonic acid. 

NITRAION OF THE DIPHENYL SULPHOXIDE, 

This operation appears to be difficult, since 
the nitric acid exerts an oxidizing influence on 
the dipheny] sulphoxyde. 

The calculated quantities of dipheny! sulph- 
oxyde and of sodium ritrate were dissolved in 
separate portions of concentrated sulphuric 
acid. Thetwo solutions were then mixed to- 
gether and the mixture heated on a water-bath 
for two hours. The mixture was then poured 
into cold water and the resuiting yellow pre- 
cipitate, after washing, was dissolved in alco- 
bol, and allowed to crystallize. By repeat: d 
fractional crystallization th= result of the ni- 
tration was separated into three products: 

First. Light yellow crystals, consisting of 
small rhombic plates, only slightly soluble in 
alcohol, easily soluble in glacial acetic acid. 
They bad a melting point of 163 deg., and we 
think they are the dinitro-sulpho-benzid de- 
scribed by Gericke. 


Second. Yellow indistinct microscopic crys- 
tals, melting at 116 deg., and readily soluble in 
cold alcohol, very soluble in ether, benzene, 
glacial acetic acid, and CS, Ultimate analysis 
furnished the following data, showing that it 
is the dinitro compound of diphenyl-sulphox- 
ide. 

I. 0°2504 grm, substance gave 0°4552 grm. CO,, 
and 0°0691 grm. H,0. 

II. 0°2505 grm. substance gave 0°4532 grm. 
CUg,, and 0°0677 grm. H,0. 

III. 0°0500 grm. substance gave 0°0401 grm. 
BasO, 

IV. 0.2000 grm. substance gave 18 c. cm. ni- 
trogen measured at 30 deg., and 765.6 m.m. 

The third product of the nitration of diphe- 
nyl sulphoxide seems to be an oil at ordinary 
temperatures. We have not yet determined 
its composition or its properties.—School of

The Manufacture of Santonin. 


Mr. L. Knapp, tte manager of the Tschim- 
kent santonin factory, publisbes some inter- 
esting particulars of the manufacture of san- 
tonin in the Journal fur Pract.sche Chemie. 
From his account it appears that the crude ma- 
terial, consisting of the dried unexpanded 
flower-heads of the artemisia maritima a shrub 
growing abundantly on the saline soll of Cen- 
tral Asia and of which santonin isthe active 
principle, is made into a paste with milk of 
lime, about 58 Ibe of the latter being taken to 
128 Ibs of the flowers. The paste is next diluted 
with water, mixed with wood shavings, and 
ground, the heat generated during the latter 
process being sufficient to dry the compound. 
The lime converts such constituent bodies as 
are easily soluble in alcohol into calcium com- 
pounds, and the santonin into a very soluble 
calcium salt, 2C,,H,.0;+Ca(OH)g=Ca(C,,H i 
Og'g. The ground product is well cooled, and 
digested with a large quantity of alcohol at 65 
to 70 deg, The liquid is then freed from alcohol, 
and neutralized at 70 deg. with hydrochloric 
acid, by which process the calcium santoninate 
is precipitated. In about tbree to five days the 
crude santonin crystaliizes out, the liquor is 
run off, and the crystals washed with cold 
water ona filter. The liquid employed aver- 
ages 160 liters per 100 kilos of seed, The im- 
pure santonin is decolorized with purified an- 
imal charcoal. The average yield of pure san- 
tonin at the Tschimkent works is 1.9 rer cent. 
of the crude material, but it wou.d be possible, 
under certain circumstances, to obtain 2.12 per 
cent, The lors probably occurs through the 
absorbing action of the charcoal. 

During the process of neutralization with 
hydrochloric acid a large amount of resin is | 
separated, wkich adversely affects the value of 


the product. The resin occurs partly asa sed- ' 




















liquid, but particles of the latter are again pre- 
cipitated by adhering to the santonin crystals 
which sink. A specimen of the sediment after 
having been digested with a hot solution of 
soda in order to recover part of the santonin 
was found to still contain about 70 per cent. of 
crude santonin. Santonin becomes resinous 
by heating it with hpdrochioric acid; it is not, 
as has been stated by Kosmann, a glucoside 

for it is capable of sublimation, a property not 
possessed by glucosides. Santonin treated in 
alcohol with alkaline hydrates yields salts more 
or less soluble, while, on the other hand, with 
heavy metallic oxides it only unites under 
special circumstances, and even then in a very 
loose manner, decomposing on heating. San- 
tonin resin is a combination of various decom- 
position products of santonin; but it is not ob- 
tained from santonin by drying, as was form- 
erly believed to be the case. It is Impossible to 
separate the santonin and the resin by means 
of solvents, but Mr. Knapp discovered an ex- 
cellent separating agent in salts of lead or iron, 
preferably the former. These salts precipitate 
the resin, to the alcoholic solation of which is 
added a slight excess of acetate of lead, the 
mixture digested for a considerable time, and 
filtered at 60 deg. to20 deg. The lead residue 
has to be removed from the filtrate in order to 
secure the proper crystallization of the santo- 
nin, The lead is precepitated by soda, and the 
santonin liberated by the addition of hydro- 
chloric acid to the santoninate of soda. It is 
not advisable to treat the liquor from the dif- 
fuser directly with acetate of lead, as the for- 
mer contains coloring materials which are not 
precipitated by hydrochloric acid. but separate 
at a subsequent stage of the process, and cause 
the crude santonin to become impure. The 
by-product, or exhausted crude material, is 
said to be utilized for fuel, or partly made into 
bricks for building purposes,

Gelatin as an Ointment Base. 
BY H. HELBING, 

This note is designed to call the attention of 
pharmacists to a basis for ointments, which, 
though not new, is however just now engagi: g 
special notice on the part of medical men in 
Germapy, and will, no doubt, be soon employ- 
ed here also, viz,, gelatin in connection with 
glycerine and water. 

Dr. Unna of Hamburg has carefully studied 
the application of of this substance, and the 
results he achieved by it, make it probable 
that this agent will soon obtain a great reputa- 
tion. Thus I may mention that in the German 
hospitals here, about 3 lbs. of such gelatin- 
glue with oxide of zinc are prepared and ap- 
plied weekly. 

The basis for the different kinds of applica- 





paredin the following manner: 10 ozs. of the 
best gelatin, as clear as possible, are dissolved 
in a porcelain dish, over a steam bath, with 12 
fluid ounces of glycerine, and 12 fluid ounces 
of distilled water, with continual stirring; the 
water lost by evaporation being compensated 
for. When all the gelatin is dissolved, so that 
the liquid is quite uniform, 10 ozs. of oxide of 
zinc, which have first been mixed with 4 ozs. of 
glycerine anda little water, are added. When 
the whole has ence more been thoroughiy mix- 
ed, and if necessary, evaporated or diluted 
with a little water to the right consistency, it 
is allowed to cool. It will then be found to be 
a perfectly uniform white, elastic, readily 
liquifible preparation, which does not easily 
adhere to the hands. 

With this zinc-glue all kinds of powdered 
substances can be mixed, as iodoform, sulphur, 
boracicacid, chrysophanic acid, &c. 

Unna also recommends, in the Aerztlich Ver- 
einsblatt, a harder kind of gelatin, which ig 
prepared with 10 parts of oxide of zinc, 30 parta 
of gelatin, 30 parts by weight of glycerine, and 
the same of water. Personally, I have no ex- 
perience of this preparation. He recommends 
this gelatin as a base for other substances; for 
instance, in combination with 5 per cent of sal- 
icylic acid, or for resorcin, carbolic acid, and 
likewise the preparations of ichthyol. 

Lard may also be combined with this gelatin. 
An addition of 10 to 20 per cent tothe hard 
kind is a great improvement, especially if cam- 
phor or balsams areto be applied. These are, 
in this case, first mixed with the lard. 

Bichloride of mercury is soluble in quantities 
up to3 per cent. Quite inadmissible are pyro. 
gallol, oxide of mercury and tannin. which 
change gelatin to an insoluble mass. 

The glue of oxide of zinc is exceedingly use- 
ful in cases of ulcus cruris, even in its worst 
forms; likewise, for all sores on the lower part 
of the thigh, which may be caused by burning, 
scalding, a blow, or other c.uses; it is also ap- 
plied with great success for eczema of these 
parts, both the dry and the moist form, and for 
all afflictions arising from stagnation of the 
blood in the same structures. Syphilitic ulcers 
have also been treated in the same way with 


the most satisfactory results. 

For the purpose of application the glue is 
melted, and the diseased parts as well as the 
heaithy skin in the whole circumference of the 
leg at this part covered with a layer of it by 
painting it on witha suitabie brush. A gauze 
roller is wound round while it ig still warm and 
moist, the gelatine penetratiog into the meshes 
of the gauze, of which several layers are ap- 
plied until the whole forms a firm case, cover- 
ing and slightly compressing the leg. By means 
ot a starched rolier the whole may receive 
more firmness. 

The glue is dispensed in porcelain pots, in 
which it may be easily meited by piacing them 
in hot water.—Brit sh and Colomal Druggist.

The Relative Digestibility of the Chief 
Albuminoids, 

Dr. James Fres-r bas wade a seri-s of experi- 
ments ‘The Lancet) to determine the digestibil- 
ity of various proteids. The substances expe: - 
imented upon were: Kaw albumen, serum and 
egg; cooked aibumen, also serum and egg; 
globulins, raw and cooked; myosin; derived 
albumen, Viz, 8yotonin, alkali albumen, casein; 
vegetable albumen, impure gluten. Each of 
these was subjected to six hours’ peptic diges- 
tion, then for aix hours to pancreatic digestion. 
At the end of tiis time they were placed ina 
temperature of 176 deg. F., and dialysis was 
all .wea to proceed fur twenty-four hours. The 
author gives the rmsult of his researchesina 
¢bulated form, and estimates the amount of 
pevtones dialyz-d as nitrogen. Tbe most di- 
gestib.e sibuminoid was found to be cooked 
myosin: then came raw serum albumen, sfter 
which the erder was as follows: syntonip, 
aikali albumen, raw egg albumen, casein, 
cooked egg albumen, cooked serum albumen, 
raw myosin, and »luten. It might have been 
expected that syntonin would have headed the 
list, as it is partly digested beforehand, yet it 
was not far from being ahead of the others. 
Toese results apply to the albuminoids atter 
they had goue through the processes of peptic 
and poncreatic digestion, as well as dialycis. 


Each albuminoid substance was reduced to a 
dry solid state, and on taking the percentage 
relation between the amounts dialyzed and the 
amount of albuminoid actually used, it was 
found that in no case did fifty per cent. of the 
dry sotids pass through the dialyzer, this de- 
pending rather on the sbort period of dialysis 
than on imperfect pepton.zation. Ou examin- 
ing the tab‘es showing the amounts of nitrogen 
dialyzed in each stage of the experiment, it is 
seen thatin no case did two per cent pass 
through the dialyzer during peptic digestion. 
The uncooked albumens gave the highest pep 
tic resuite,and syotonin next. Turning to tryp 
tic digestion, cooked myosin heads the list, 
then the order is as fullows: Raw serum albu- 
mer, raw egg albumeo,syotonic,cooked serum 
albumev, raw myosin, caseine, gluten, ana 
cooked egg albumen last. This experiment 
being conducted in an alkaline menstruum, 
those substances which are most easily suluble 
in an alkaline solution have naturally an ad- 
Vantage io digestion. Hence the high position 
oft raw albu mens and of syntonin, 


During the two stages of peptic and pancre- 
atic digestiou, peptones were tormed more rap- 
idly than they could pass away through the 
parchment paper, and accumuiated in the dia 
lyzere, 80 that when the ferment was kiiled by 
heating to 176 dug. Fah., and dialysis was con- 
tinued for twenty-fuur hours, a larger propor- 
tion of erystailoid matter passed through than 
in the former stages; these peptones were botb 
of peptic and tryptic formations, as in the case 
of those under the head ot pancreatic digestion, 
The l.rgest proportionate result was found in 
the case of cooked myusin, which was not fur 
abead of raw serum aibumen; then came 
cooked egg albumen, alkali albumen, caseine, 
cooked serum albumen, raw ex g albumen, raw 
myvusia, and jastiy gluten. Mauy of these al- 
buminoids are not ordinarily used as foode; for 
instaoce, serum albumen, raw myosin, syato- 
oin, alkali a:\bumen, though they are the most 
digestib.e of the a) buminoids, 


By utilizing the results of these experiments, 
much valuable ald can be given to those who 
require good, nutritious diet for invalids un- 
abie to digest solid food, Beef tea, as ordina- 
cily prepared, is of littie nutritive vaiue, but if 
the white of an egg be mixed with a cup of 
beef teaand heated to about 160 deg. F., the 
value of the beef tea is greatly enhanced. 
Again, if minced raw beef be just covered with 
very weak hydrochloric acid (four drops of 
acid toone pint of water) and left to macerate 
tor the night, the liquid stralned off and 
squeezed out of the flesh by wringing ina 
cloth contains 80 much sy..tonin as to make it 
highly nutritiuus when neutralized; such a 
liquid will remain clear after boiling to re- 
move the raw flavor. 

In cases where the digestive powers ure not 
in abeyance, one may give by mouth or by 
enemata one ur more of the various furms of 
pepton.zod fuods or fluids that are now in the 
market. In cases where the digestive powers 
are lost in the stomach, but retained in the in- 
testine, or where some obstruction to the pas- 
sage of food into the stomach exists, the above 
experiments will give much help in treatment, 
Tae experiments with casein and gluton show 
that there are very few worse foods fo: a deli- 
cate stomach than the usual bread and miik; 
whey is a mildly nutritive fluid, and easily di- 
gested. In cases where it is desired to feed the 
patient through the intestine, those suhsetances 
found solubie in alkaliny fluids, and therefore 
easily acted on by the paucreatic juice, viz., 
raw albumen, syntonin, or alkali albumen, 
may be used alone or dissolved in some meat 
tea.
